Laborers Tell of the III-Treatment They Re- 


4 ceived on Navassa Island. 


Bartmorg, Md., July 11.—[Specia].]—The 
United States authorities have again been 
asked to investigate the treatment of negroes 
employed on the Navassa Phosphate Island, 
Over 100 colored laborers, who returned last 
Thursday on the ship Albemarle, appealed to 
the United States Commissioner here this 
morning. They will be given a hearing next 
Tuesday. 

The men tella story of hardship and ill- 
treatment which is denied by the officers of 
the company controllingthe island. The men 
say they want their wages, which the company 
refused to pay to them, because of the viola- 
tion of contract. Some of the men said they 
had worked every day in the broiling sun for 
inonths and did not have a penny to show for 
their labor. They admitted that they had 


struck for better food and had been idle for 


fifty days. 

„hut who wouldn't have struck?“ said one 
of the most intelligent of the men. The 
work was hard and the food we had was sim- 
ply horrible, It was ‘salt horse’ and it was 
alive with an army of skippers. Some of the 
men couldn’t eat it and had to live on bread 
alone. 
steaqyner Kearsarge came to the island one day 
and made an examination of the food. He 
said that it was unhealthful and we shouldn’t 
eat it. Soon after that we struck for better 
food, and for nearly two months, or until the 
Albemarle brought us back to Baltimore, we 
had nothing. Weare not goingto get any- 
thing for all the work we’ve done. The com- 
pany promised to pay us $16 a month ana 
board. We haven’t had either and we want to 
see if the law won't give it to us.

KANSAS FINANCIERS REMOVE THE 
PELTS FROM LOAN COMPANIES, 


Farms Mortgaged, but Never Worked, and 


the Mortgagees Pay All the Taxes—The 


Late Col. Wood’s Methods Bonds for 

Any Purpose—School Houses Without 

Pupils, and Houses Without Tenantse— 

Where Peffer Gets His Figures. 

Torgmxa, Kas., July 11.—[Special. }—South- 
western Kansas boasts the sbrewdest finan- 
ciers in the world, How the people live and 
what they can hope for in the future has-puz- 
zled the brains of the eastern part of the 
State for many years. The attention which 
the recent killing of Col. Sam Wood has 
turned towards the dirtrict bordering on No 
Man's Land has resulted in bringing facts be- 
fore the public which otherwise would have 
passed unnoticed for years, and when the 
story of the attempted development of South- 
western Kansas is fully comprehended the 
skillful manner in which the East has 
been robbed by the unsophisticated pioneers 
must commend even the admiration of their 
victims. The Thirty-second Judicial District 
is composed of six counties, Seward,, Stevens, 
and Morton on the southerly line between 
Kansas and No Man's Land, and Grant, Has- 
kell, and Stanton joining them on the north. 
Each of these counties is twenty-seven miles 
square. 3 
A few years ago every acre of their area be- 

longed to the government. Since then they 
have been taken up by alleged farmers who, 
as soon as they could secure title from the 
land office, mortgaged’ them to loan com- 
panies for all the agents would advance and 
abandoned them. Now the loan companies 
are in undisputed possession of 90 per cent of 
the claims, and about the only remaining evi- 
dences that the country was ever populated 
are the ruins of sod-houses and dug-outs that 
dot the broad plain at regular intervals. Oc- 
casionally a windmill is seen, which is a cer- 
tain indication that the little hut near-by is 
occupied, and that water is being pumped for 
the family’s use from a depth ranging from 
100 to 180 feet. Towns which were formerly 
the abiding places of from 500 to 3,000 people 
are now either entirely deserted or nearly so. 
County seats which cortain fully ‘a hundred 
business houses seldom have to exceed three 
in use, and there is a sufficient number of 
buildings to furnish two for each man, wom- 
an, and child resident. City lots which were 
once in demand at $1,500 each, and many of 
them have brought $2,000, now have no value, 
and their owners do not pretend to pay taxes 
upon them. These counties were organized 
in prosperous times, When Hastern loan com- 
panies through their agents were dealing out 
money by thousands of doliars to bogus set- 
tlers. The population was then large enough 
to entitle them to county organization under 
the State law, while now there is not one that 
has half the requisite number. 


Mortgages the Only Sure Crop. 

Attempts at farming have almost invariably 
proved complete failures and the only crop 
that has been raised has been one of bonds and 
mortgages. In Seward County, which is trav- 
ersed by the Chicago, Rock Isiand and Pacific 
railroad, a county debt has been contracted 
for nearly $150,000, and there is not a single 
public improvement. to show for it. Bonds 
were issued for $35,000 to purchase rights of 
way for roads. The Legislature in 1889 de- 
clared every section line in the State a public 
highway, and Seward County issued bonds to 
pay settlers $10 per acre for a strip of laud 
thirty feet wide on either side of the section

has voted allthe bonds that the market would 
stand, and in many cases more than it would 
stand. Magnificent school-houses which cost 
from $5,000 to $10,000 stand out prominently 
in the midst of vacant houses in every settle- 
ment, and in some places they loom up on the 
prairies miles away from every other build- 
ing, ateacher or pupil never entering their 
doors. 

Sugar bonds have been one of the favorite 
commodities in which these financial Napo- 
leons have traffickea. Four fine-looking mills 
have been erected on the branch of the Rock 
Island road which penetrates this region, each 
at a cost of $75,000, and two of them have 
never turned a wheel and the remaining two 
were only operated for about a week, or long 
enough to get possession of the bonds. One 
of these mills located at Minneola could not 
make sugar even whensupplied with sorghum. 
and its manager hauled a quan.ity there in 
barrels from Dodge City, ran it through the 
kettles, and, showimg the product, claimed and 
received the bonds, The Township of Voor- 
hees, in Stevens County, last year voted sugar 
bonds to the amount of $15,000 to subscribe to 
the stock of the Voorhees Syrup ana Sugar 
company, the vote standing 11 for to5 against. 
The bonds were issued and turned over toa 
director of the company, but Voorhees Town- 
ship bonds were not in demand and he could 
not dispose of them. Finally he closed a con- 
tract with an Indigna windmill company to 
exchange them for enough windmills to sup- 
ply the directors of the sugar company, but 
before the trade was made he was enjoined by 
the courts from disposing of the bonds for 
that purpose. 


School Bonds for Windmills. 


Niagara Township in the same county con- 
tains five families in which there are eleven 
voters, They voted $15,000 worth of sugar 
bonds, but, being unable to sell them, voted 
$10,000 for a township poor-house, which 
would have been more, ten times over, than 
all of their private houses were worth. These 
also failed to find a purchaser, and the other 
day they wrote to the Attorney-General and 
inquired if it would be legal to vote school 
bonds for a well, wind mill,and 150-barrel tank. 

In Morton County there is alittle jail with 
a steel cage, the entire structure being fifteen 
by twenty feet and one story high, This was 
erected at an expense of $3,000. The same 
company at about the same time built another 
jail in Hugoton, an exact duplicate of the one 
in Morton County, and Stevens County paid 
$6,000 for it. 

Five cents each are paid by these counties 
for the scalps of qack rabbits and gophers, and 
the thrifty people have done a thriving trade 
in these staples. Stevens County has $20,000 
invested in them and Grant County double 
that sum. ‘Che same scalps have done duty in 
nearly all counties in the Thirty-second Dis- 
trict, Book and stationery companies have 
found in County Clerks excellent customers, 
and vaults in the court-houses, which asa rule 
are leased buildings, are filled with hundreds 
of books that have never been opened and 
never will be, but the officers drew their com- 
mission at the time of the purchase. 

The banks of the State are flooded with 
county scrip which is now a drug on the 
market at 50 cents on the dollar, the Legisla- 
ture having repealed the law authorizing 
county commissioners to issue funding bonds 
with which to redeem county warrants. In 
nearly every county seat the local bank has 
failed and the county has been the loser for

Thrilling Experience of a Shipwrecked Crew 
on a South American Island, 

Putrrsspura, Me., July 11.—Capt. Joseph 
Perry of the barkentine The Hustler has just 
arrived here from a long sea voyage. The 
Hustler was launched in Bath last November 
and sailed for Philadelphia light, thence for 
Seattle with a cargo of iron pipe. White go- 
ing round the Horn bad weather was en- 
countered and the vessel was wrecked on a 
sunken rock in Nassau Bay, forty miles west 
of Deceit Island. The crew left in the boats 
with nothing but what they stood in, and 
rowed to an island ninety miles distant, on 
which there was a missionary station called 
Ushurvia, with several English missionaries, 
and a station for the relief of a shipwrecked 
crew kept by the Agentine Republic, which 
also sends its prisoners there. The Captain 
says that five of the men who started across 
the country from Sandy Point, bound for the 
missionary station, were captured by savages, 
bound to trees, and fires built around them, 
when one of the men managed to get his 
hands free, and drawing a revolver shot one of 
the Indians, whichso frightened the rest of 
them that they ran and the men escaped. 
After having spent twenty-five days in this lo- 
cality they left for Buenos Ayres, thence they 
went to Southampton, England, from there 
to New York, and thence home to Maine.

Three Heads Go Off as the Result of the 
Canadian Boodle Investigation. 

Orrawa, Ont., July  11.—[Special.]—The 
sensation of today is the resignation of A. M. 
Burgess, Deputy Minister of the Interior. and 
the suspension of Messrs. K. J. Henry and H.

No reasons are assigned for the sus- 
pension, but it is surmised that Mr. Henry's 
admission that he had certified to certain ac- 
counts for work done by extra clerks in which 
prominent officials of the department had 
participated contrary to the provisions of the 
civil service act, and Mr. Turner’s acknowl- 
edgment that he nad drawn money in another 
person’s name, are good and sufficient reasons 
for inducing the government to take this step. 


SHE TURNED ON THE GAS AND DIED. 


Suicide of Mra. J. Clifford of Charleston, 8. 
C,. in a Roston Hotel. 

Boston, Mass., July 11.—[Special.}—A lady 
registering as Mrs. J. Clifford of Charleston, 
S. C., committed suicide at the Hotel Victoria 
under mysterious circumstances. She came 
to the hotel Thursday and asked for a room, 
saying that she wished to entertain friends 
whom she expected there later. She had no 
baggage whatever, but was dressed in 
such .a way as to indicate that 
she was a woman of wealth and refinement. 
Mrs. Chfford kept much to herself, having 
her meals served in her room, and was partic- 
ular to have all the daily papers sent her. She 
retired as usual last night. At 10 o’clock this 
morning a chambermaid who tried to open 
the door of the room found it tightly locked. 

The door was forced open and the woman 
was found dead. She was lying un the bed 
partially undressed, and the gas was escaping 
from the burners in the room. Every key- 
hole and window inthe room had been sealed 
indicating intentional death. The police have 
as yet found no clew to the case, but Mrs. 
Clifford is not considered to be the woman's 
real name.

FRANCE TAKES AMERICAN WHEAT. 


Five Millions Bushels to Be Shipped by Hal- 
timore Merchants. 

Battrmors, Md., July 11.—[Special.}— 
Grain merchants of Baltimore have so far this 
year received ordersfor wheat from France to 
the amount of $5,000,000. Two-thirds of these 
orders have beeh received during the last three 
months. This means shipments from this 
port to France alone of about 5,000,000 bush- 
els in round numbers. The shortage of the 
grain crop» in Russia and Germany is also 
benefiting the Baltimore shippers, and already 
many large orders from Russia have been re- 
ceived. The big grain houses of Baltimore 
expect this to be the greatest year in the his- 
tory of the grain trade of this port. Tate, 
Muller & Co. have received a statement from 
France showing a deticiency estimated at 
43,000,000 hectolitres or 118,250,000 bushels, 
a hectolitre being about 2% bushels. During 
the last ten months, however, France has 
taken for consumption from foreign countries 
14,900,000 hectolitres, and it is expected that 
by August 16,000,000 hectolitres will have been 
imported, leaving to be obtained between 
Aug. 1, 1891, and Aug. 1, 1892, 27,000,000 
hectolitres ot wheat, or about 114,250,000 
bushels. It is a big shortage and France 
must fill the gap with American wheat. So 
must Germany and Spain and Portugal.

Dr. Lenthold, his favorite physician, does 
not leave the Emperor fora moment and he has 
summoned Dr. rgmann. The Emperor's in- 
dulgence at the table is partly the cause for these 
attacks. His wounds are suppurating freely. 
The treatment he underwent for his arm before 
starting augments his indisposition. The doctors 
advise the greatest care. 

William Not Coming to America. 


Count Hatzfeldt says there is not a word of 
truth in the statement that the Emperor in- 
tends to visit America. Such a trip has never 

en been suggested to bim. He leaves Lon- 
don Monday night for Scotland, going thence 
to Norway for five weeks, the Empress mean- 
while visiting her children at Felixstowe. 
Lord Salisbury’s reward before the Emperor 
leaves England will be the gift of the 
order of Black Eagle. This cannot be 
worn without the consent of the Queen. 
Her Majesty is a great stickler for her right of 
refusal in such cases, and, like 2 III.. 
she likes to mark her own sheep with her own 
brand. But under the circumstances she is 
not likely to refuse her august guest his re- 
quest to be allowed to show his appreciation 
of the British Prime Minister. Salisbury can 
hardly covet the .German order: for its own 
sake. He is not three Dukes rolled into one 
like the Duke of Richmond, but he 
is a Baron, a Viscount, and an Earl as well 
as a Marquis, and a Knight of the 
Gartér as well as a D. C. L. No man with 
such prefixes and affixes could covet more 
save on the principle that appetite comes 
with eating. But the Prime Minister may 
perhaps enjoy the knowledge that he is per- 
sona grata to the German Emperor. 

A corrected estimate places the number of 
volunteers who took part in the review at 
Wimbledon at 17,700, and of regulars at 6,520. 
The imperial party, after inspecting the fire 
brigades on the grounds of the Crystal Palace, 
dined privately in the palace. They afterward

The Emperor probably did 
not forget when he went into the city Friday 
that the sinews of war are to be found there 
in profusion, and men and arms are easily 
picked up anywhere. Some French papers 
are trying to make out the visit has been a 
failure, but. they know nothing about it. It is 
a far greater success than any one ventured to 
anticipate. - 4 

The Queen, the Prince of Wales, ana the 
governing men of the country have been de- 
lighted with the Emperor and established re- 
lations with him of a kind not henceforth to 
be shaken by intermeddlers in France or else- 
where. I give you the opinion of the best in- 
formed persons in positions of power and re- 
sponsibility when I tell you that the alliance 
between England and rmany, though: in- 
formal, is infinitely stronger than ever it has 
been betore, and that it is a potent influence 
which other great European powers cannot 
henceforth afford to leave out of sight. 

Whatever he may beelsewhere, with us he is 
ali gracioushess and smiles. He seems really 
pleased with the hearty hurrahs of the people 
in the streets and with the cordial salutations 
which greet him wherever he goes. I am told 
that he exclaimed Friday after his return 
from thecity: ‘“‘Whata fine people this is;

HOME RULE A DEAD ISS8UZ. 


All Parties Disgusted with the Priestly In- 
terference in Carlow. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. | 

Lonpon, July 11.—The Carlow election has 
settled Parnell as far as the home-rule move- 
ment is concerned even if it does not com- 
pletely settle home rule: However, Parnell’s 
most hopeful followers still assert the Cities of 
Dublin, Waterford, Cork, and Counties Mayo, 
Galway, and Clare can be absolutely relied upon. 
These would give him seventeen seats. There 
is little doubt that Parnell would lodge a peti- 
tien against the return of Hammond in Car- 
low on the grouna of undue clerical influence, 
but he shrinks from involving himself in an 
anti-clerical campaign. Yet it is undenia- 
ble that the conduct of the Bishops has 
practically killed home rule. The Liberals 
still heroically stick to the cry, but in private 
conversation they admit that when the Tories 
come to appeal, as they surely will at the 
general election, to the popery prejudices of 
the British masses it will make the election 
critical beyond all expectations. 

The Irish clergy aré acting suicidally from 
their own point of view if, as their opponents 
declare, the majority of them don’t want home 
rule and only desire the Catholic Education bill. 
It is morally: certain the Liberals will never 
give them such a measure. Secular education 
is one of the strongest planks in the Liberal 
program. All their efforts have been directed 
to introducing this principle in the free educa- 
tion bill, : 

Nor is this by any means all that recent 
events in Ireland mean to the Catholic Church 
in that country. A reporter hed a chat with 
an active Unionist-Liberal yesterday on the 
outlook for home rule. ‘his politician 


reiterated again and again the famil- 
iar Unionist formula, Home rule 
is dead. Nevertheless he gave a 


glim of tho Unionist plan of campaign 
which has not been disclosed in any news- 
paper. He said these elections have given us 
not only astrong cry against home rule, but 
we have hit upon a proposal which will be 
powerfully supported in land and 
which will be absolutely fatal to any 
scheme of homerule. Of course we shail 
have two general elections on this question, 
aud if the Liberals are returned on the.secon 
appeal we will move an amendment to their 

ome-Rule bill making it a criminal offense 
and a corrupi practice for any Catholic 
Bishop or priest to take part in 
elections in a direct or indirect manner. 
After what has happened, inviting the 
hatred of the English masses towards the 
priests, such a proposal will be carried. If 
the priests submit to this sentence of political 
extinction home rule will be given under safe 
conditions. But they won’t submit. Their 
Irish party will be compelled to refuse home 
rule. That refusal will, in English minds, be 
tantamount to an avowal on the part of the 
priests that they prize their own domination 
above all else,

GIVEN FOUR MONTHS IN JAIL, 


An American Lady Sentenced in Weisbaden 
for Shooting Her Husband. 

WRISBADEN, July 11.—Mrs. O'Neill, who was 
convicted of shooting her husband, Gen. 
O'Neill, May 20 last, was today sentenced to 
four months’ imprisonment. The couple 
had become estranged and for the last two 
years had lived apart. It came to the knowl- 
edge of Mrs. O’Neil that. her husband 
had installed another woman in his home 
and she determined to be  revenged. 
Armed with a revolver she called at the 
house and found the General in company 
with his alleged mistress and immediately 
opened fire on them both. She then turned 
the weapon on herself, but only succeeded in 
inflicting a wound on her hand.

WEALTH ON THE TONTINE PLAN, 


“The Progressive Endowment League” 
Breaks Into the Court. 

Bautimore, Md. July 11.—[Special. ]—The 
petition of seve bers of the Progressive 
Endowment one of the get-rich-fast 
organizations, for the appointment of a re- 
ceiver willcome up for a hearing in court 
here Monday, and some interesting develop- 
ments are expected, 

Today the league filed an answer to the 
bill of John O'Neill and others stating that 
since the incorporation last September it has 
organized ninety-seven subordinate lodges 
and issued nearly 9,000 cértificates. It is 
denied that the concern is insolvent, and it is 
declared that $120,000 is deposited with trust 
companies in this city. It is also denied that 
the assessments are limited, the prospectus 
stating that assessments are to be called 
whenever needed to pay sick claims or cer- 
tificates, and that under the constitution the 
number of assessments is to be determined by 
the Supreme Lodge. 

The answer further declares that no part of 
the money received has been used for other 
purposes than to deposit for the payment of 
claims and certificates, that the seven mem- 
bers who bring the suit have together paid in 
but $129, and that if they joined the order 
without understanding its rules they have 
only themselves to blame. The officers state 
that 3,000 members holding 3,700 certiticates 
protest against the proceedings instituted by 
the seven members. The order has mem- 
bers in Baltimore, Philadeiphia, Cincinnati, 
and Chicago, 


GLASS- WORKERS PREPARED TO FIGHT. 


Nearly $200,000 in the Treasuries of Their 
Allied Societies. 
STEUBENVILLE, O., July 11.—[Special.]— 
In the glass-workers’ convention this morning 
the committee on the lamp-workers’ branch 
reported and the report went through all 
right, although it is anticipated that the scale 
reported will meet with some opposition later 
in the convention. The Auditing committee, 
which has been hard-at work for upwards of 
a week, reported this morning certifying to 
the correctness of the Secretary’s books and 
accounts, which showed that over $160,000 
had passed through his hands during the last 
year. There is over $100,000 in the national 
treasury at present for the special pur of 
assistance or resistance, and nearly $75,000 in 
the local treasuries for local and general pur- 
poses.

THE CLEVELAND CONVENTION IS SURE 
TO NOMINATE HIM, 


From Present Indications He Will Have 
One Hundred Votes to Spare—The Ham-

BROWN WAS NOT A UNION MAN, 


New Light on the Record of the Democratic 
Candidate for Governor of Kentucky. 

LxXINxOGTOx, Ky., July 11.—[ Special. |—When 
the Democrats this spring nominated John 
Young Brown for Governor his friends all 
over the State asserted that a Union man had 
been chosen and that the rule of the ex-Con- 
federates in Kentucky was at an end. The 
Kentucky Leader, the only Republican paper 
in the State, will publish the following story 
tomorrow, which shows Mr. Brown’s friends 
have been deceiving the people: 

April 18, 1861, the old Louisville Courier con- 
tained an article quoting Mr. Brown's replies 
to some searching interrogatories put to him by 
Gov. Helm.“ In reference to President Lin- 
coln's call for four regiments to march against 
the South Mr. Brown was quoted in this article 
as saying: 

“i would not send one solitary man to aid that 
government, and those who volunteer should be 
shot down in their tracks. 

Mr. Brown took exception to “this ambiguous 
report of his remarks, which was construed by 
some as applying to the Government of the Con- 
federate States. and he wrote an open letter to the 
Courier, published in the issue of April 19, 1861, in 
which he set himself right, in his own language 
and over his own signature, as follows: 

What I did say was this, not one man or one 
dollar will Kentucky furnish Lincoln to aid him 
in his unholy war against the South. If this 
Northern army shall attempt to cross our borders 
we will resist it unto death; and if one man shall 
be foundin our Commonwealth to volunteer to 
join them, he ought, and I believe will, be shot 
down before he leaves the State.’ This was not 
said in reply to any question propounded by ex- 
Gov. Helm, as you have stated. and is no more 
than I frequently uttered publicly and privately 
prior to any debate with him.“ 


ITS CONSTITUTIONALITY IN DOUBT. 


The New Law in Michigan Governing 


Prisons May Be Declared Invalid. 

Lansina, Mich., July 11.— [Special. I— The 
new law providing a Central Board of Con- 
trol for the penal and reformatory institutions 
of the State materially reduces the salaries of 
the Superintendent of the Retorm School for 
Boys, located in this city, and for this reason 
C. A. Gower, who has been Superintendent of 
this institution for the last twelve years, has 
announced that he will not seek reappoint- 
ment at the hands of the new board, which 
will assume control Oct. 1. Under 
Supt. Gower’s direction the school has 
made wonderful advancement in every de- 
partment and is recognized everywhere as the 
model institution of ihe kind in the country. 
There is a 2 question as to the constitu- 
tionality of the act above referred to. It pro- 
vides the Governor shall be ex-officio a mem-

after the modern fashion are included in the 
same assemblage of curiosities. 

Others of the same epoch are woven! goods 
from the Swiss lake dwellings that were built 
on piles, bronze beads from Rome actually 

lated with gold, bronze buttons made just 
ike those o today, bronze chains with the 
same mesh precisely as is employed:now by 
jewelers for watch-guards, bronze. mirrors, 
bronze awls, bronze bodkins, bronze needles, 
and bronze sickles for cutting grass or grain, 
with wooden handles—the originals: of the 
McCormick reaper. ; 

One of the funniést things in the collection 
is a small vase with a hinge at the top for a 
gover—just like the modern beer-mug.: It dates 
rom before Christ. There are also stone 
molds of the same epoch for casting bronze 
knives, spearheads, hatchets, sickles, and other 
implements ewer in the mauer fol- 
lowed now. An ancient Etruscan vase shows 
mending with rivets after the same method as 
is employed in this day. Even more extraor- 
dingry are poinards, covered in ivory perha 
hundreds of thousands of years ago by the 
men of the ehipped stone or palzolithic ages, 
with reindeer and mammoths for handles. 

The Romans before the birth of Christ did 
everything with respect to printing except to 
print. They made stamps and stamped words 
and letters on their pottery before baking it. 
These types were movable and sometimes 
single though not usually 80. 
On their lead pipe they cast  inscrip- 
tions in raised letters. ractically, these 
would have served for printing if their sur- 
faces had been inked and pressed upon the 
cloth or papyrus used for their books and let- 
ters. It has been said that necessity is the 
mother of invention, yet the necessity for 
printing existed in as great a degree as among 
any people. They had a Senate, which kept its 
journal; they made s hes and orations; of 
the making of books there was no end. Laws 
and decrees were published to the people: in 
fact at the same time a newspaper was cir- 
culated. All this was done by hand writing, 
yet they had all the materials and much of the 
art of printing in everyday use now. But 
they never ¢aught the final idea. 


AGRICULTURAL HOLDINGS IN IRELAND. 


Figures Which Show How Widespread Is 
the Distress. 

A parliamentary paper just compiled gives 
a return of the agricultural holdings in Ire- 
land and their annual valuation for taxation. 
As a rule, so far as we can judge by recent re- 
ports of the work of the land courts, the rent 
paid by Irish tenant farmers is somewhat 
lowerthan the annual tax valuation of their 
holdings. In the paper the holdings or farms 
are divided into different classes. The first 
class comprises farms of an annual tax value 
of $20 and under. The amount is 
of course stated in pounds, but for 
the convenience of our readers we 
convert English into American money at the 
usual rate of $5 to the pound sterling. In the 
second class the holdings range from over $20 
to not over $75; in the third class the range 
runs from over $75 to not over $159; in the 
fourth class from over $150 to not over $250; 
in the fifth class from over $250to not over 
$750: in the sixth class the range is from over 
$750 to not over $1,000; and fhe seventh class 
embraces the holdings that possess a valua- 
tion of over $1,000 per annum. 

We present below a table showing for each 
of the seven classes the number of holdings, 
the total of the annual valuations, and the av- 
erage valuation for the class:

It will be seen that no fewer than 151,901 
of the farms come in the first class and have 
an average tax valuation of only $10.76 per 
annum. The second class is still more nu- 
merous, comprising 232,084 holdings, with an 
average valuation of $42.20. Thus, in the two 
classes put together, there are 383,985 hold- 
ings, with an average valuation of $29.76 per 
annum. These figures furnish an ample ex- 
planation of the agricultural distress which 
prevails so widely in Ireland.—£e.

UNCLE SAM TAKES POSSESSION OF 
$5,200 WORTH OF THE DRUG.

It Is Concealed in the Bottom of a Carpen- 
ter’s Chest Belonging to John Reynolds 
—An Organized Gang Suspected — Sand- 
flies Pay Their Annual Visit to Chicago 
~The Illinois State Fair Board—Editors 
from Many Places—Other Local News. 


An opium capture was effected at 9:30 |, 


o’clock last night, to which the police and 
United States officials attach a great deal of 
importance. Deputy United States Inspector 
Capt. Crowley has for six months had a sus- 
picion that opium was being gmugzgled into 
the city and sold to the Chinese leuudries. 
He has kept a watch on certain individuals 
and last night called upon the police 
to arrest at No. 99 South Canal street a man 
who gives the name of John Reynolds. 

Reynolds was in the act of receiving a chest 
which arrived at the Union Depot early yester- 
day morning, and was conveyed from there 
last night to the Phoenix Hotel, No. 99 South 
Canal street. It was directed to Reynolds, 
and upon being opened was found to contain 
260 pounds of opium, valued at $20 a pound. 

Reynolds claimed to be a carpen- 
ter, and the chest containing 
the drug appeared to be à chest 
of carpenters’ tools. It was fastened with a 
large padlock. In the top of the chest were a 
few tools, but the release of a false bottom 
disclosed the opium. 

Reynolds was lodged in a cell at the Des- 
plaines Street Station, where later a United 
States warrant was served upon him. The 
opium was taken to the Sheriff’s office, where 
it was locked up. prisoner is about 35 
years old and says he has been in the city but 
two days. He gives no place of resi- 
dence. The officers think, inasmuch as 
the chest came from the West, 
that he is acting in conjunction with 
a regularly organized gang on the Pacific 
slope and has been doing a large business in 
the city. Hadmot the capture: taken place 
last night it is thought Reynolds. would have 
disposed of the entire quantity before this 
morning at a handsome profit. The govern- 
ment officials think the arrest will break up 
the entire gang.

SOME ASTONISHING DEFINITIONS. 


Original Meanings Found by Applicants 
for Places as Teachers, 


Sacramento Record-Union: There was a 
class of ambitious teaching people before the 
County Board yesterday in Sacramento, and 
they managed to make thirty or forty 
blunders with a facility unparalleled and that 
ought to disgrace them. Of course no one 
person made the errors we quote; they are 
the cream of all the blunders committed by 


the class. 

What right has any person to a certificate of 
qualifications as a teacher of any grade who 
defines obesity as a bow,“ or the other per- 
son who said it was “improper language, or 
the third who defined it as courtesy. Choler 
was defined as “to enatch’’; parricide as 
„ killmg something; billingsgate, as water 
in the bottom of a ship. Humidity was defined 
„peaceful and calm“; caliber, “one who 
scribes’’; caricature, “‘small in character.“ 
Environ, the board was told by one, meant 
“envious,” and by another irritated.“ 
Our Christian friends will not feel 
that the persons who defined dema- 
gogue as one that professes religion“ is 
certain of eternal salvation under present con- 
ditions, and logicians will be more amused 
than amazed that a teacher should define hy- 
pothesis as the longest side of a triangle.“ 
Ingenuous was interpreted to mean “ grate- 
ful,“ and vitiate to make vital,” and another 
gave to paper this wonderful definition: Cer- 
tain rules a person must go through to be a 
member of society. Doctors will be excited 
to mirth by learning that in the opinion of 
some one aspiring to teach the young idea 
how to shoot. mercenary U “the place 
where medicine is kept,“ and mendicant is 
one who deals in medicines,’’ by which token 
the physicans can poke fun at the apotheca- 
ries. 

So the list runs on. Indigenous, “ not dig- 
nified’’; arrogate. “‘average’’; agrarian, ‘a 
combatant’’; and one wrote that antisep- 
tic means “to take before, while alluvial 
means round, and cursory that which is 
a curse. This last was not, however laugha- 
ble, so bad as that of the aspiring pedagogue 
who defined benignant as “uncivilized” nor 
so unpardonably stupid as the candi- 
date who gave a definition for noc- 
turnal, by which it was declared to 
mean every three months.“ Arable was 
defined as that which may be read”’; effer- 
vesce, respect; guerdon, that which 
girds’’; erratic, rational; hypothecate, to 
make ridiculous’’; prestige, put on extra 
work and a robe“; reciprocity, that 
which is brought before the head ’’; urbanity, 
“*profanity’’; compendium, reference to 
writing.“ and so on. But we submit that 
despite lexicographers the ambitious one brill- 
iant genius was right who defined celibacy as 
*‘unsoundness of mind.“ 


JUSTICE TO THE MOTHER-IN LAW, 


An Ancient Fiction Which Has No Foun- 
dation in American Life. 
Philadelphia Press: A dropping fire of par- 


agraphs has succeeded the news that Mr. 


Chauncey M. Depew gave up his European 
trip on account of his mother-in-law’s illness. 
Without the mother-in-law the American par- 
agrapher would lose half his subjects, and the 
perennial war between a man and his wife’s 
mother points the moral and provides the 
catastrophe in half the brief social dramas, 
whose dialogue is expended in the question 
and answer of the comic paper and the humor- 
ous column. 

It is possible that there may have been a 
time in American life when a man’s foes were 
not in his own household, but in his wife’s, 
and when all the friction of life turned upon 
the mother-in-law and her meddling; but the 
day is long since past. The mother-in-law of 
tradition, fiction, and the newspaper para- 
grapher— who combines tradition in his jokes 
and fiction in his own utterance-—is long since 
past. Sheis as muchof a myth asthe step- 
mother, and these two domestic myths, having 
long since disappeared in real life, ought to 
be allowed to fade, even from that perennial 
petrifaction of the jokes of the past—the comic 


paper. 
The stepmother myth has altogether faded. 
Even the paragrapher knows that an Ameri- 
can woman, called to the care of the children 
of another, gives them a love, a devotion, and 
a self-sacrificing care which often makes a 
relation in which friendship and filial love 
blend in one of the ideal affections of life. 
The mother-in-law may play a ridiculous or 
1 part m English life. Judging 
rom English fiction we are inclined to think 
she does. But the middle-aged American 
woman brings to the task of establishing re- 
lations with the husband of her daughter a 


‘lighter touch and a keener discrimination 


than any English woman is likely to have. 

In the vast number of instances the man 
who is fortunate enough to win an American 
wife finds an added good fortune in the affev- 
tionate relations which time brings with her 
mother. If he has been, as but too many 
young Americans are, careless of all feminine 
contact save with the young. he has much to 
learn of the tact, fascination, and strength 
which experience brings the American woman 
of breeding. He finds himself drawn into re- 
lations which nave ali the charm and demand 
none of the weightier responsibilities of son- 
ship, and as days bring counsel, sympathy, 
po love, iven as they om be by one 
woman of all women wW best knows the 
woman who bears his name, he finds himself 
wondering where or how the mother-in-law

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PROHIBITIONISTS TALK OF THE IOWA 
QUESTION AT LAKE BLUFF. 


Animated Discussion Reveals a Wide Di- 
vergence of Views—Earnest Arguments 
in Favor of Republicans—The Next Na- 
tional Platform of the Party Considered 
Chicago Favored as the Meeting Place 
of the Convention—Other Subjects Dwelt 
Upon at Length. 3 


It stormed heavily at Lake Bluff yesterday 
morning. It was merely a storm of words, 
but they flew thick and fast and threatened to 
break the harmony of the Western Prohibi- 
tion Conference. 

Prof. J. R. Cornwall of South Dakota was 
the first speaker of the day. He read a paper 
on the “Party’s Future.“ On the Iowa 
question he said: “In my opinion 
the maintenance of the prohibition 
law in Iowa, in the only way possible—the non- 
partisan—is better for the prohibition cause, 
and the party, too, than separate party ac- 
tion.“ The statement drew out the warmest 
fire of the convention. A vote was declined 
by the — party men. 

The iscussion was opened by Dr. J. G. 
Evans of Illinois, who said the Republican 

rty in Iowa was not in harmony with the 

‘ational Republican party, and that in con- 
— 14 the whole country’s interests 
should be looked at and not a single locality. 

J. B. Cranfell of Texas thought 
that to submit to the defeat of the 
prohibition elements in Iowa would be a bad 
precedent in the national influence of the Pro- 
hibition party. 

Lale Johnson of Newton, III., said: “IfI 
lived in Iowa today I'd vote for men who 
were against the saloons. I believe that pro- 
hibitionists should vote the Republican ticket 
and in this way defeat the rum element. 

v. C. H. Zimmerman of Evanston 
said: The Republican platform in Iowa is 
splendid. May the Prohibitionists hold Iowa 
where it is now and then in 1892 let them turn 
in and vote for national prohibition.’’ The 
Rev. Nate of Lake Bluff thought these senti- 
ments from the Iowa people were in the line 
of Lord bless me and my wife, my son 
John and his wife, us four and no 
more.“ He was not sure but that the 
best thing for the Nation would be to have an 
absolute defeat of the Republican party in 
Iowa. It would be hard on Iowa,” he said, 
„but a National blessing. I believe that when 
the Republican party bought Mrs. J. Ellen 
Foster it did the biggest thing in its history 
for its present success. 

Changed the Subject. 


The discussion, which lasted for two hours,

His platform was about 
as follows: eading issue should 
be prohibition: there should be a plank 
encouraging the agricultural elements of 
the country; the tariff plank in the 
last Farmers’ Alliance platform had been 
twisted after it was made; free trade, tariff 
for revenue only.

Samuel 
Dickie, Chairman of the National committee, 
closed the convention with a short talk on 
How to Conduct a State Campaign.“

Why Widows Do Not Remarry in India. 
Apart from the strong religious views of the 
Hindus as to the propriety ofa celibate life for 
widows, a view which St. Paul enforces in his 
epistle tu Timothy, the custom of prohibiting 
widows to remarry had a practical basis of social 
expediency in India. For in India, under native 
rule, male life was subjected to many risks, and 
there was a constant tendency to disproportion- 
ately large numbers of females. A 
state of almost constant war, or 
invasion, or tumult means a steady 
drain on the manhood of a people. As a matter 
of fact, the provision of a married home for the 
daughters of respectable families was an even 
greater difficulty apeng Oe rough medieval ages 
in India than it was in Europe. For the difficulty 
in Europe was to some extent met by convents 
nunneries, and various sisterhoods. Medieval 
India, after the political expulsion of Buddhism, 
had not these devices on any adequate scale for 
providing for its surplus women. It accordingly 
placed harsher checks on their disproportionate 
numbors by female infanticide, by the prohibition 
of widow remarriage, and by the voluntary burn- 
idows of certain of the higher castes 
s funeral pile. The British 
tting an end to the wars and 
ormed a constant drain on male 
put an end to the female in- 
d the voluntary widow-burning, 
which tended to keep down the surplus 
of female life. The h of the two sexes, 
was allowed to follow its natural laws, with the 
natural tendency toward an equilibrium. The 
census of 1851 showed that the male population is 
now in excess of the female prone of British 
India in the proportion of 101 men to 97 women. 
An important survival of the old system remains, 
however, in trong public sentiment that 
every girl should be married, but that, saving 
been once married, if her husband dies, shes 


not marry again.—Contemporary Review,

The patient in this present case is II- year- 
old Tilly Orsech, who last October had her 
entire scalp from the eyebrows to the neck, 
and including one ear, torn from her head at 
the Star elevator. Since her stay at Grace 
Hospital every means has been tried to graft 
new skin upon her scalpless head. 

One of the first trials made was with human 
skin, Tilhe’s sister consenting to go through. 
the ordeal. A large flap was ea from 
her side and sewed over the large blood ves- 
sels exposed on the side of Tillie’s neck. The 
gir's were tied together, so as to insure perfect 
quiet, and for a time it was thought ope- 
ration would be asuecess, but the transplanted 
skin died, ulcerated, and fell off. Small strips 
of skin from the arms of healthy convalescent 
patients were then grafted upon her head, but 
this also proved unsuccessful. Frog’s skin, 
sponges, skin transportation, and itsch’s 
method, were all attempted, but failed. 

For some time past the outer layer of the 

tient’s skull has been gradually coming off. 

he last piece, four inches long and two inches 
wide, came off about six weeks ago. Its ap- 
arance was very similar to an egg shell. 
nderneath the surface was granulating and 
weak, Several times little Tillie has run down 
until it was thought she would die, but through 
the very best of care and the close attention 
given to her case by Dr. R. H. Stevens of the 
ospital, her health has improved wonderful- 
ly - she has even gained considerably in 
esh. 

The last and most novel operation, and 
the one on which the physicians have set 
their greatest hope, was performed Frida 
morning. In this case a beautiful jet-blac 
water-spaniel dog was brought into requisi- 
tion to aid science. The pup is four months 
old, and his glossy, curling hair does nit ap- 
pear unlike human hair. Every precaution 
was taken to make the operation a successful 
one. The girl’s skull was first scraped clean 
of all granulating matter, leaving a healthy 
surface. 

The spaniel dog was then put under the in- 
fluence of opiates and his front and hind legs 
were incased in plaster of Paris jackets, and. a 
— of skin eleven inches long and four inch: 
wide was loosened from his back and sewe./ 
ever one-half of the girl’s skull from the fore’ 
head to the neck, By means of splintsand ad- 
hesive straps the girl’s head was then bound 
firmly against the dog’s back. The pup will! 
not suffer largely from the loss of the skin, as 


he was so loose-hided that the skin was easily [: 


drawn over the bare snot and sewed together. 

The reason the flap covering the girl’s head 
was not entirely severed from the dog was for 
the purpose of keeping up the blood circula- 
tion between the dog and the child. Accord- 
ing tothe physicians neither the dog nor 
child suffers any pam, and very little of any 
kind of opiate has been administered since the 
operation was performed. If the operation 
proves a success Tillie will be the possessor 
of beautiful black, curling, silken hair. 

A reporter for the Tribune viewed the couple 
(the girl and the dog) last evening. One of the 
neat rooms on the third floor has been set 
aside for their sole occupancy, and a 
nurse is constantly at the bedside. The 
girl lay on her back; only her face and a 
portion of the forehead were visible. Above 
her on his side lay the spaniel, with his jack- 
eted legs strétched out as if in repose. th 
were fast asleep. Tilhe woke up while Dr. 
Stevens was describing the case and seemed 
slightly troubled. The spaniel, too, opened 
one eye and took a glance, then sighed heavily 
and slept again.

Tillie’s eyes while she slept were partly 
open. This was due to a partial contraction 
of the skin of the forehead.

Dr. Charles S. Morley performed 
the operation, with the assistance of Dr. H.

Lord Cornwallis’ Subsequent History. 

Lord Cornwallis is known to American readers 
for his surrender at Yorktown to Washington. 
His brilliant march through the Carolinas has 
been wholly forgotten in the shadow of his final 
defeat, He was then 43. His life in the Rulers 
of India” series, by Mr. W. S. Seton-Karr, is en- 
tirely devoted to the second period of Lord Corn- 
wallis’ life, which began when he was 4 and 
ended when he died at 67, devoted to the adnfin- 
istration of the Anglo-Indian Empire. It had then 
passed the period of early conquest; but it had 
not yet reached the natural mountain boundaries 
which rim in the plains of the peninsula, from the 
mountains of Hala to the highlands of Manipur. 
The chief work of Lord Cornwallis’ administra- 
tion was the settlement of the land tax in Beng 
in Madras, and in other cutlying arts o 
the possessions of the East ndia com- 
pany. This settlement was a very remark- 
able instance, unique in history, of contact and 
collision between the ideas and conceptions of 
administrators trained in individual land owner- 
ship and great Oriental communities, in which 
the government, the collectors of its share, local 
executors, and the cultivators all had under 
traditional usages a right to the fruits of the 
earth.

SENSATION OVER TRE HACKENSACK

STRANGE COLLECTION MADE IN CHICAGO, 


A Dealer Who Has Samples of All the Tin, 
Soldiers of History. 

Every one remembers the pathetic ballad of 
the little tin soldier and one little leg haa 
he. Gounod’s March of the Marionettes ” 
is in reality the march of atin soldier brigade. 
They are very.important folk. 

A State street toy-man is a connoisseur in 
tin soldiers and has the history down pat. 

It you’ll come over to the house some 
night,“ he remarked, “‘I’ll show you the finest 
colleetion of tin soldiers in this country. In 
fact there is only one collection in existence 
that is more completes that is the famous one 
in the Trades Hall in Nuremberg.”’ 

The newspaper nan had heard of any num- 
ber of odd collections—collections of shoes, 
and hairpins, postage stamps, snuff boxes, and 
has himself a weakness for old china—but this 
struck him as about the most whimsical of 
all. So one evening he went out to Oak street 
and saw three hundred odd little tin soldiers 
in a glass case. The gem of the collection 
was a squat little fellow ina jerkin that had 
once been buff and breeches that had probably 
been red. He has no name but his history is 
fairly authentic. 

He was made in Nuremberg and dates from 
the days of military enthusiasm aroused by 
Frederick the Great’s surprising exploits in 
the Seven Years’ War. Then there were others, 
French guardsmen, who cwed their existence 
to Napoleon’s campaigns ; Turks and Paynims, 
little Italians, and red-shirted Garibaldians, 
Austrians, and of course any number of little 
tin warriors tricked out like the French and 
Germans of 1870. 

Lou see, said the collector, “the tin- 
soldier industry is a sort of war-thermometer. 
When bellicose affairs are hot the tin-soldier 
industry goes up; when there is a cool, peace- 
ful atmosphere it goes down. I tell you there 
have been fortunes made by shrewd men who 
looked ahead. 

There was a man named Getzler in Sonne- 
berg who forsaw the last Franco-German war 
and cornered the tin-soldier market. When 
the war broke out the demand for tin-soldiers 
on the part of patriotic juvenile Germans 
was simply immense. Getzler made his 
fortune. I’m afraid that his confounded ex- 
ample has cost ine a pretty penny. When our 
trouble with Italy was threatening and it 
looked as though there were a chance for war, 
I placed a heavy order for tin-soldiers in Nu- 
remberg. They are a drug in the market 

Ah, well,” he added, “‘we must hope 
for the best. 

Tin soldiers have been made for 130 years. 
The industry is altogether German. The best 
artists are hired to furnish models for the 
soldiers, and they are scrupulously careful to 
conform to the military costume of the period 
and country to which the muniature warriors 
are supposed to belong. 

The designs are engraved upon molds of 
slate or brass. Then the tin is poured into 
the molds, and there you are—or rather there 
the tin soldier is. Of course he has to be 
painted, packed in boxes, and—to achieve his 
ultimate end, sold. 

There are lead soldiers. But the toy-dealer 
does not think much of them. He says that 
lead is alow-down sort of metal and has no 
military ardour, in addition it is poisonous, 

The capital invested in this business is, he 
asserted, over $1,000,000. By the way, another 
fact: The workmen who make lead soldiers 
all die of consumption; the men who make 
tin soldiers don’t.

Improvement in Iowa Crops. 

Des Mornes, Ia., July 11.—The reports for this 
month, tabulated from the estimates of about 
one thousand practical farmers and experienced 
observers, show that, despite all the drawbacks of 
the May drought, June floods, severe local storms, 
insect pests, and fungus diseases, the great staple 
crops have made a seasonable growth and have 
advanced several points in relative condition. As 
compared with 1890, the improvement is marked 
and encouraging. 

The following staple crops show an increase in 
condition over the June report: Spri wheat, 
rye, barley, oats, flax, timothy, clover, miliet, Irish 
— sweet potatoes, pasturage, grapes, and rasp- 

rries. 

Winter wheat—Ti s cereal has more than justi- 
fied the expectations of farmers who have 
this year given it a tri and with favorable 
weather for harvesting and thrashing the aver- 
age yield will be The average condition is 
marked 103%; last month, 104. 

Spring wheat—The estimates of 734 correspond- 
ents show a slight improvement in the condition 
of this Crops rating it 97% per cent as against 944 
last month. 

Corn—This crop has had to contend inst 
surplus moisture in many localities, and cool 
periods, which the an advan- 
tage in the race; but the rts show that corn 
is coming out ahead and will make a fair crop 
with favoring conditions in the future. Its condi- 
tion is 9% per cent, the same relatively as last 
month. The acreage has been decreased within 
the month by local floo hail storms, and cut- 
worms, to the extent, probably, of 3 per cent of 
the amount repo une 1. This estimate will 
leave the total acreage 9,029,000, 

Broom-corn—About same as last month; small 
amount grown. 

Sorghum cane—The low price of sugar has 
c a decline in the acreage of this crop; con- 
dition July 1, 92% per cent.

Clover—This staple forage crop has a little more 
than held its own, being rated at 96% ; last month, 
9344. Most of it has been cut. — 

Millet—Adyanced from 94% to99'4. The acreage 
has been considerably increased since Jane 1 on 
account of the failure of other crops. 

Irish potatoes—Eight hundred and forty-six 
correspondents estimate the condition of this crop 
118 per cent. as against 97% last month. The wet 
weather has favoredthe crop and the beetles 
have not yet been damaging. a

month, 95. ö 

Pasturage— This great support of Iowa's vast 
herds has advanced within the month to 105% per 
cent; nearly every township reporting an improve- 


ment. 

Fruit—Apples have fallen from 101 tor 95% per 
cent. Peaches are rated 105; plums, 9844 ; cherries, 
105: grapes, 9944; raspberries, 99% ; blackberries, 
9844 ; currants, 101. 

Reports show that stock is generally healthy 
and thriving on the abundant pasturage of the 
State. 

Last week’s bulletin of the lowa Weather and 
Crop Service reports the daily temperature averag- 
ing 8° below normal, and an_ excess of rainfall in 
many localities where the soil was previously sat- 
urated. The cool weather was favorable to small 
grain, checking the tendency to rot and blight, 
which had caused considerable damage.

Hayi is in p „with an average 
yield. Corn has made a vigorous struggle for ex- 
istence, and with favoring weather may yet re- 
cover a large part of its lost estate. 


Heavy Yields in Indiana.

Thrashing has al- 
ready begun, and the prospect is that a large 
part of the acreage will produce twenty bushels 
to the acre, while many fields will average thirty 
bushels.

NO NOMINAL FINES FOR GAMBLEBS. 


Players Will Be Punished Heavily as Well 
as Keepers. 

City Prosecutor Douglas and Superin- 
tendent of Police McClaughry are of 
opinion that they have discovered a 
certain method of suppressing pool-sell- 
ing and gambling. They. expect to do 
this by continuing the practice begun at 
the Armory Police Court Friday morning of 
fining inmates or players to the limit of the 
law instead of letting them off with nominal” 
fines as has been done heretofore. 

It has been the custom of my predecessors 
and of this administration up to this time,“ 
said Mr. Douglas, to recommend light fines 
for the players on the theory that they were 
much less culpable than the proprietors, and 
that as they had probably lost nearly all they 
had anyway it would be a hardshipto fine 
them heavily. But the real recipients of this 
kindness were the proprietors. They must 
protect their customers by payi their fines 
or they will lose their trade. e fines on 
John Recher and the inmates of his pool-room 
at No. 176 Clark street amounted to $3,800. It 
wouldn’t take many raids of that kind to 
break up any pool-room or gambling house. 

These prosecutions were brought under 
the — ordinance against gaming. Wheu 
the Appellate Court decided the poolselling 
statute unconstitutional it looked for a while 
as though we would have wide-open paol- 
rooms, but under the gaming ordinance pool- 
selling can be stopped not only in the city but 
at the race-tracks, The Chief will have abso-

There is little doubt that all of them will be 
recommended for passage.

SIX BULLETS SUFFICED. 
PUTERBAUGH EVIDENTLYKILLED HIS 
WIFE AND LITTLE CHILDREN. 


Despondency Over Financial Affairs Re- 
sponsible for the Murders and Suicide 
at Ellis, Neb.—Fortunate Escape of the 
Eldest Son—The Family Buried To- 
gether at Diller Yesterday~—Fatal Ex- 
plosion of a Thrashing Machine Boller 
in Indiana—Northwest Notes. 

Brarnice, Neb., July 11.—[Special. ]—But 
little elee was thought or talked of in Beatrice 
today but the Puterbaugh tragedy at Ellis. 
The city was crowded with people from the 
country and surrounding towns cager to hear 
the latest particulars of the crime. Owing to 
the lateness of the hour last night when the 
Coroner and correspondents reached the scene 
nothing but the bare facts could be sent out, 
but the inquest which followed and con- 
cluded ‘about 2 o’clock this morning de- 
veloped the accounts made from a hur- 
ried view of the remains and talks 
with the neighbors to be in the main cor- 
rect. There isno doubt but that John Puter- 
baugh committed the awful deed, yet the com- 
pleteness with which it was accomplished 
causes much wonderment. One bullet suf- 
ficed for each life, the revolver bemg a six- 
chambered weapon and there being just six 
bullet-holes and an equal number of dead, the 
weapon lying by Puterbaugh’s side empty. It 
is also believed from the testimony he in- 
tended his eldest son, who escaped by being 
from home, should die with his parents and 
sisters. The son had arranged to be ata 
neighbor’s Friday to assist in some work, and 
concluded to go there Thursday evening, and 
despite his father’s urgent request to wait un- 
tilthe morning fortunately went. The deed 
was committed some time Friday—some be- 
lieve early Friday morning, as a boy in pass- 
ing the house at 6 o’clock saw a man about the 
barn. The difference in the color of the 
blood of the murdered ones and that of Puter- 
baugh himself forces the opinion that Puter- 
baugh killed himself severai hours after he 
had dispatched the others. 
very acquaintance speaks of the Puter- 

hs in the highest terms, and they were re- 
ed as an exceptionally happy family. The 
father was kind and indulgent, the children 

and wife proud in the possession of so good a 

father and husband. The deed is attributed 

to despondency over financial matters. Put- 
erbaugh recently removed from near Diller to 
his late home, selling his former farm, Since 
yesterday it is revealed he had been greatly 
dissatisfied with his change, and to his friends 
gave utterance to such thoughts. A payment 
of $3,000 on his new place was due in Sep- 
tember and he talked of being unable to meet 
it. He had placed a sum of money in the 
clothing of the absent son and had apparently 
faced his death with unerring and steady re- 
solve. Six coffins were taken out from here 
today and the family buried together at

Inhuman Neglect of Edward Kinney, a “ Big 
Four” Brakeman, at Crawfordsville, 
CRAWFORDSVILLE, Ind., July 11.— [Special.] 
— Citizens of Crawfordsville are much dis- 
tressed over the shabby treatment given Ed- 
ward Kinney of Spencer, Ind., here today. 
Kinney was a brakeman on the Big Four, and 
last night was horribly crushed between the 
ears near the Crawfordsville Junction. He 
was taken to the Junction House hotel and 
dumped down on a caboose cot in the waiting- 
room. A fly-specked flag was thrown over 
limbs, which were mangied

GENERAL NORTHWEST NEWS. 


Two Men Killed and Five Badly Hurt by a 
Boiler Explosion in Indiana. 
VINCENNES, Ind., July 11.—[Special. }—A serious 
accident occurred this morning near Bruceville, 
this county. Two men were killed and five badly 
injured. A number of men had gathered on the 
farm of Jonn Sarter to spend the day in thrash- 
ing. The engine of the thrasher had not started 
and the men were waiting for orders when the 
boiler exploded. John Flick was instantly killed, 
the entire side of his head being “blown off. 
Richard Price was so badly hurt that he will die. 
‘The other injured men are: Newton Baker, scald- 
ed; Charles Gebson, scalded and bruised; Herman 
Milburn, scalded; Richard Slaughter, scalded: 
William Coon, scalded. The cause of the terrible 
accident is not positively known. The ‘steam 
gauge marked forty pounds of pressure, but the 
gauge was out of order and the engineer had 
been adjusting it. The boiler was blown 100 feet 
and the engine blown into 
ments widely scattered. 


Placing the Responsibility. 

Topeka. Kas., July 11.—[ Special. The State 
Board of Railroad Commissioners today rendered 
a decision which governs the action of the rail- 
road companies in providing means for the safety 
of passengers and employés in the running of 
trains. The Grievance committee of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Employés complained 
that only one brakeman was employed by the 
Union Pacific railway on the train running on the 
branch road out of Junction City, when in re- 
ality two were necessary to the public safety. 
The board decided that the railroad company 
alone was responsible to the State for injuries of 
passengers ; t it alone should determine the 
manner in which trains should run. If the 
State presumed to take the governing power out 
of the hands of the company it would shoulder 
the responsibility, which now rests with the com- 
pany. 


For Practicing Without a Certificate. 

CounciL Buurrs, Ia., July 11.—{Special.]— 
Quite u sensation was created today by the arrest 
of Dr. F. R. Bellinger, ex-Alderman of the Second 
Ward and a prominent Democratic politician.

World's Fair Commissioner Price’s Eligi-

Mitwavuker, Wis., July 11.— [Special. — The 
Rev. E. P. Wright, Secretary of the Standing 
Committee of the Episcopal Diocese of Mil- 
waukeo, is in the receipt of Dr. Nicholson’s 
formal letter of acceptance of the Bishopric of 
Milwaukee, in which he says:

M’CLURE AGAIN SAID TO HAVE MIS. 
STATED THE FACTS, 


The Historian Reiterates His Assertion 
That the Editor Was Not Intrusted by 
President Lincoln to Oppose Hamlin 
and Nominate Johnson—He Tries to 
Prove His Position by Bringing Written 
History as Proof—Vituperation Cannot 
Prevent Conviction, 


Wasmxdrox, D. C., July 11.—John G. Nico- 
lay today prints the following in response to 
Col. McClure’s open letter of this morning: 

Wasuinetoy, D. C., July 11. 1891.—To Col. A. K. 
McClure, Editor Philadelp Times; I will not 
allow you to retreatin a cloud of vituperation 
from full conviction of having made a misstate- 
ment of 2 I need only to sum up the points 
of evidence. You allege that Mr. Lincoln called 
and instructed you to oppose Hamlin and nomi- 
nate Johnson. 

1. This is proven to be a misstatement by Lin- 
coln’s written words: “Wish not to interfere 
about Vice-President; cannot interfere about 
platform; convention must judge for itself.“ It 
is not a question between your assertion and my 
assertion, but between your assertion Lin- 
coln’s written word. ; 

2. Itis proven to be a misstatement by the 
testimony ofthe Hon. R. C. Cook, Chairman of 
the IIlinois * who says: Mr. Nicolay’s 
statement that Mr. Lincoln was in favor of Han- 
nibal Hamlin is correct. The dispatch which is 
published this morning was sent to me in reply to 
an inquiry to Mr. Lincoln in regard to the matter. 
It read: Wish not to interfere about Vice-Presi- 
dent; cannot inte about platform; conven- 
tion must judge for itself. I went to see Mr. 
Lincoln personally, however. There are always 
men who say the Presidential candidates prefer 
this man or that, and they do it, without the 
slightest authority. It was so in this campaign. 
It was reported t Andrew Johnson was Mr. 
Lincoln's choice, and it was my business to find 
out whether it was or was not. o were, beyond 
all measure, for Mr. Lincoln first, last. and for 
all time. If he desired Mr. Johnson he would 
have been our choice; but he did not. As the 
dispatch indicates, Mr. Lincoln was particularly 
anxious not to make known his preferences on the 
But that 

e had a preference I positively know. After my 
interview with him | was as positive that Hanni- 

1 Hamlin was his favorite as I am that I am 
alive today. The fact is further proven by the 
action of the éntire Illinois delegation, which was 
a unit for Mr. Hamlin; and, as 1 stated before, we 
were at his service in the matter.“ 

3. It is proven to a misstatement by Col. 
Hay, who sags: “I have nothing to say about 
Mr. Nicolay's assertion or about this telegram, 
but I do corroborate the statement that Mr. Lin- 
eoin withheld all opinion calculated to influence 
the Baltimore convenuon of 1864." And further: 
** I stand simply by the position contained in our 
‘History.’ . „ For several days before the 
convention the President was besieged by in- 
quiries as to his personal wishes in regard to his 
associate on the ticket. He had persistently re- 
fused to give the slightest intimation of such 
wish. . . II was therefore with minds abso- 
lutely untrammeled by any knowledge of the Pres- 
ident’s wishes that the convention went about the 
work of selecting his associate on the ticket. 

4. It is proven to be a misstatement by the ac- 
tion of Simon Cameron, Chairman of the Penusy!l- 
vania delegation, in nominating Hamlin as a 
canaidate for Vice-President and casting for him 
the whole fifty-two votes of the Pennsylvania 
delegation. 

5. It is proven to be a misstatement by your own 
action in the Baltimore convention, when at the 
first vote for Vice-President, after tne sup 
instructions which you claim to have received 
from Lincoln, and having, as you say, “returned 
to work and vote for Johnson,“ you, as a member 
of the Pennsylvania delegation, voted for Hanni- 
bal Hamlin for Vice-President. If you did this 
willingly you betrayed Lincoln’s confidence and 
instructions which you allege to have received. 
If you did it unwillingly you proved yourself a 
political cipher—a pretended agent to manipulate a 
National convention who had not influence enough 
in his own delegauon to control hisown vote.

M’CLURE’S SHARP REPLY FO NICOLAT. 


Did Lincoln Want Andy Johnson Nomi- 
nated for Vice-President? 

PLA, Pa., July 11.—Under the 
head of *“* Spanked and Dismissed, McClure 
prints in the Times this open letter: 

To John G. Nicolay: The public will be greatly 
surprised that such an undignified and quibbling 
letter as you addressed to me could come from 
one who claims to be the chosen biographer of 
Abraham Lincoln. It must so generuliy offend 
the dispassionate opinion of decent men that 
answer to it is excusable only to expose sevoral 
severely strained new falsehoods you pre- 
sent, either directly or by the suppression of 
the vital arts of the truth. Had you 
known anything about the inside political 
movements in the White House in 1564 you would 
have known that my letter to Lincoln, quoted in 
your defense, was written because of a suddenly 
developed etfort in this State to divide the lines 
drawn by the then bitter Cameron and Curtin 
factions at war for and against Lincoln. The 
Cameron followers claimed to be the special sup- 
porters of Mr. Lincoln, and attempted to drive 
Curtin and the State Adminstration ipto hostility 
to tLe President. My justiy assumed devotion to 
Curtin was the pretext for declaring me as either 
restrained in my support of Lincoln or likely to 
be in the opposition. 

The moment | saw the statement in print I 
wrote the letter you quote to dismiss froin Lin- 
coln’s mind all apprehensions about either open 
or passive opposition from Curtin's friends. Had 
you stated these facts you would have been 
truthful. As you probably did not know them 
you may be excused for not stating them, but 
your ignorance can be no excuse for the entire 
false construction you put upon my letter. 

Equally—indeed, even more flagrantly—false is 
your statement of the minor part of the truth 
about the action of the Pennsylvania delegation 
to Baltimore in 1564. You say that Gen. Cameron 
cast the solid vote of the State for Hamlin. Had 
you told the whole truth, ignorant as you seem 


to be of the force of important political facts, you 


would have known that your assumption that 
Johnson had no votes in the delegation was un- 
true. Had you desired to be truthful you would 
have added that Gen. Cameron cast the solid vote 
of the delegation for Johnson before the close of 
the first ballot. Were you ignorant of this fact or 
have you deliberately attempted to so suppress 
the truth as to proclaim a palpable falseh ? 

The Pennsylvania delegation was personally 
harmonious, although divided on Vice-President. 
In the Pennsylvania caucus an informal vote put 
Johnson in the lead, with Hamlin second, and 
Dickinson third. ‘‘ameron knew that Hamlin's 
nomination was utterly hopeless, and he accepted 
the result without special grief. He urged a solid 
vote as a just compliment to Hamlin, and it was 

iven with the knowledge that it could not heip 

amlin and that a solid vote for Johnson would 
follow. The solid vote for Johnson was the only 
vital vote cast for Vicé-President, and rec- 
ord, accessible to every schoolboy, you 
studiously suppress to excuse a f ood. 
I was a doubly-elected delegate to the 
Baltimore convention, ha been first unani- 
mously chosen as a district delegate without the 
formality of a conference, and. when a district 
delegate, I was one of two delegates elected at 
large on the first ballot by the state convention. 
What I did or did not. or how important or un- 
important I was as a member of the convention is 
an issue that I haye not raised or invited. I 
stated the simple fact that Lincoln bad sent for 
me, had urged me to support Johnson, and that 1 
had done so. - Had Lincoln chosen to confide his 
wishes to another than myself I would not have 
imitated the Secretary and charged him with de- 
ceit and falsehood because he didn’t tell me all 
his purposes. 

He did not trust you with what you probably 
could not have understood had he told you, but 
that is no reason why you should accuse him of 
deceit, intrigue, and writing a deliberate lie.“ 
He wrote you the exact truth in the only paper 
you have as the basis of your inexcusable miscon- 
ception of his nnguage. In it he says that 
“ Swett is unquestionably all right and the only 
thing he could have been right about in the mat- 
ter was in his active opposition to Hamlin's re- 
nomination.

And thus it went on with endless variety in 
the language and measures, but the same shuf.- 
fling, the same buxom girls and the same frol- 
icsome cowboys, until the sun went down be- 
hind the Comanches’ tepees. Old men looked 
on and said: Them's the same dances they 
used to dance in South Texas when I was a 
boy.“ Occasionally a cowboy, overcome by 
the inspiration of the moment, let out a wild 
“whoop.’’ As for the Indians, they stood 
about the outer edge of the pavilion and looked 
on impassively. 

“The war dance by the Comanches will 
take place tonight on the square in front of 
the Baptist church.“ With this announce- 
ment the sports on the grounds ended and the

crowds struggled back to city through dense 


clouds of red dust. Half an hour after dark 
the square in front of the Baptist church ”’ 
was a mass of people. Tama-tosa headed the 
long line of Comanches which rode in from 
the camp. The committee led the way to the 
Baptist church and superintended the con- 
struction of a big fire of barrels and boxes, 
As the Comanches showed up with war paint 
and feathers on and some of their clothing off 
it became apparent that too much illumina- 
tion would not be proper. The crowd was 
disposed to be responsive. When the Co- 
manches set up the war cry as a prelimi- 
nary to the dance, the cowboys joined in. The 
Comanches arranged themselves in a large 
circle, standing as closely together as possible, 
and began to move slowly around, keeping 
time to a chant. Before this was over the 
crowd had moved up and was interfering to 
such an extent that Tama-tosa said the show 
would have to stop. Stop it did, while the 
chief got on his pony and tried to dive back 
the people and make a larger ring, But he 
was greeted with requests to make 
that horse set down,” and had to give 
up. Then the orchestra of squaws set up 
their rub-a-dub-dub. Ten of the most paint- 
ed and least dressed bucks jumped on 
their feet and began to dash about and draw 
imaginary arrows at imaginary enemies. 
They had long strips of cotton hanging 
from the waist, one in front and the other be- 
hind. The most remarkable feat in the dan- 
cing was the manner in which they kept these 
red strips dangling about their feet without 
tripping. A shout was the signal for a short 
rest, during which the bucks vigorously plied 
some cheap paper fans. After the war dance 
Tama-tosa, who is a born stage manager, as 
well as an all around sporting Indian, made 
the squaws give the capture dance. The 
squaws lived themselves up so that they 
pressed closely against each other, and then 
approached the cluster of bucks by short 
jumps, made in concert and in time with the 
drumming. When they were near enough the 
women reached out and each grabbed a buck, 
who at once began to jump in time with his 
— 1 and with his arms by his side he fol- 
owed her jumping movement back to the 
place from whichshe had started and be- 
Tama-tosa kept up the 
performance until the fire went down and the 
crowd thinned out.

Another Break at the Postoffice— Frequency 
of Misdirected Letters. 

The Postoffice broke ita settling record yester- 
day. The east wall of the third floor corridor 
settled so badly in twenty-four hours that a 
huge stone slab in the floor and nearly five feet 
long, near Judge Blodgett’s cham bers, was 
pushed out of its bed of solid cement and 
raised two inches in the air and made so loose 
that it could be lifted out of its place. The 
break will be patched up next week. 

_ Postmaster Sexton has a rod in pickle for 
the people who misdirect letters or mail them 
without any address whatever, and yesterday 
gave out some figures showing the care- 
lessness of the average letter-writer. For the 
fiscal year ending June 30 189,471 letters have 
been received at the Postoffice misdirected or 
incorrectly and insufficiently addressed. Just 
er — mre, taken 2 that 
€ 0 sufficiently stam and 
144,752 letters were returned to the 
senders because of defects in the addresses. 
There were received 694,997 unclaimed letters 
and 66,808 postal cards. Postal cards to the 
number of 52,071 were received, and of circu- 
lars, newspapers, packages, and all mail mat- 
ter in the second, third, and fourth classes 
over 600,000 were taken in that were misdi- 
rected. Thousands of letters were received 
for transmission that had no addresses what- 
ever, and some of these letters came from the 
firm of which the Postmaster is a member. 
Mr. Sexton ascribes a large amount of the 
carelessness to the fact that many large busi- 
ness houses employ mere boys to address let- 
ters to customers. Often when business-men 
raise a terrible rumpus about delayed mails 
the fault is traced to themselves. 


COOKE WANDERS FROM OAK PARK. 


He Leaves Behind a Number of People Who 
Would Like to Meet Him. 

Prof. A. M. Cooke is gone, but not forgot- 
ten by the people of Oak Park.

Not only did the professor not live 
there, but to the residents of the locality he 
was a stranger and unknown. 


DO AWAY WITH CONVICT LABOR, 


C. H. Fargo & Co. to Have Their Goods 
Made by Free Men, 

C. H. Fargo & Co., manufacturers and job- 
bers of boots and shoes, have decided to can- 
cel their contracts’ for prison labor and are 
looking for a site on which to locate a factory. 

All the goods manufactured by Fargo & Co. 
have been made in the penitentiary at Jack- 
son, Mich., where the firm employed 150 con- 
victs. Besides the prisoners 100 free hands 
were employed. The contract with the State 
of Mivhigan for prison labor was entered into 
six years ago and was fora term of ten years, 
with a privilege reserved to the manufacturer 
of electing to discontinue the contract after 
iy six months’ notice. On the last day of 
June Fargo & Co. notified the authorities of 
their desire to be released from the contract 
obligation, and will begin to manufacture 
with free help Jan. 1, 1892. 

The boycott of the Knights of Labor against 
prison-made goods has caused an indisposi- 
tion on the part of retailers to handle them. 
Then the manufacturers agreed to dispense 
with prison labor at the expiration of their 
contracts if the boycott was withdrawn. This 
was done, and the manufacturers generally 
have been employing free labor as their con- 
tracts expired. 

It has not been definitely decided where the 
new factory is to be located. Members of the 
firm have looked over sites at Elgin, Chicago 
Heights, Harvey, and Grand Crossing, but no 
site has been settled, although several are 
under consideration. Regarding the action 
of the firm Mr. S. M. Fargo said: It is true 
we have elected to withdraw from our con- 
tract at the Jackson penitentiary and are 
looking for a site on which to locate a factory. 
We believe it will prove advantageous to us 
in many respects If we locate near Chicago, 
as we probably shall, the saving in freight 
alone will amount to a large sum. Then, 
again, while we were paying but fifty cents 
a day for prison labor we were obliged to pay 
large salaries to foremen, who will not super- 
intend prison labor as cheaply as they will 
that of free men, and besides more foremen 
are needed for convict than free labor. 
Everything considered I believe we can manu- 
facture almost if not equaily as cheaply, and 
not suffer any loss of trade through the preju- 
dice against prison-made goods.“

ATTACK ON NON-UNION *LONGSHORE- 
MEN AT RUSH STREET BRIDGE. 


‘Many New Men Assaulted in the Presence 


ot the Police—Three Arrests—W, R. 
Winslow Causes the Arrest of the Archi- 
tectural Iron- Workers’ Strike Commit- 
tee for Conspiracy—Cigarmakers and 
Employers Still Negotiating — Other 
Labor News. 

A desperate onslaught was made last even- 
ing on non-union longshoremen as they left 
the Western Transit docks and turned toward 
Rush street bridge. A great throng of sfrikers 
and their sympathizers followed on the heels 
of the procession until after the bridge was 
crossed, when the attack was made, notwith- 
standing the heavy police escort, 

Many of the new men were hit before the 
police could drive back the assaulting column. 
Four of the strikers were arrested and taken 
to the patrol box by two officers. While wait- 
ing for the wagon one of the men started to 
run and was pursued by one of the policemen. 
This left one officer with three men; one of 
them ran away and then fhere were but two. 
The first sprinter was run down and the three 
were taken to the East Chicago Avenue Sta- 
tion and locked up. 

The line agents said they were in better 
shape yesterday. The Anchor Line was work- 
ing four gangs on three boats and the Union 
Line handled the freight from the Chemung 
without trouble. The Ogdensburg had fifty 
men working on the James and thirteen men 
in the warehouse. The Western Transit Line 
having more steamers in commission than 
any of the other lines has got seriously behind. 
Agent Mac Millan says that for the last flve 
days he has held his cwn, but has been unable 
to catch up any. 

Where the lines are most seriously delayed 
is in their inability to work their men nights, 
The old way was to work continuously loading 
and unloading steamers when they were in 
port, different shifts of men keeping up the 
work. The Ogdensburg Line has had men 
working at night to some extent, but on the 
other docks work has stopped at 6 o’clock 
since the strike began. 

The strikers yesterday maintained their con- 
fidence that they would win in the end, be- 
lieving that they would cause a break in the 
Lake Line Agents’ Association, but, in fact, 
the compact between the four lines involved 
is being lived up to. 

Anniversary of the Tioga Disaster. 


Yestérday was the first anniversay of the 
horrible Tioga disaster, by wmch twenty-seven 
‘longshoremen, nearly all colored, lost their 
lives. The Union Line would have attempted 
to have finished unloading the Chemung last 
night, but not a colored man in its employ 
could. be induced to go into the hold of the 
steamer during the evening. No work will 
be done today on any of the docks, except the 
Anchor Line, 

The Winslow Brothers’ company has taken 
the offensive against the architectural iron- 
workers who are out on strike. Yesterday 
William H. Winslow went before Justice 
Everett and swore out warrants for the arrest 
of F. C. Dorn, H. J. Gates, Adolph Gross, Ed- 
ward Lindberg, S. Osmund, J. Collins, and 
Reidle and Mann, who the complainant says 
constitute the Strike Board which is conduct- 
ing the present strike. 

The complaint is based on Sec. 46, Chap- 
ter 38 of the revised statutes, and alleges that 
the parties named above, within and among 
themselves, unlawfully conspired to injure 
employés of Winslow Bros., to injure their 
employment, and destroy the property of the 
company, thus committing the offense of con- 
spiracy. 

When the strikers heard of Muslow’s ac- 
tion Dorn, Gates, Gross, Lindberg, and Os- 
mund went to Justice Everett's office and 
surrendered themselves. They gave bonds in 
the sum of $250, signed by Charles Zepf, to 
appear for trial July 16. 

The strikers take no trouble outof this 
latest movement of their former employers, 
and say the trial will result in failure to con- 
vict them of any of the charges made. 


Cigarmakers’ Negotiations. 


The Cigar Manufacturers’ Protective Asso- 
ciation met yesterday and appointed a com- 
mittee of five to confer With; the Strike Board 
the cigarmakers’ -waions to secure 
unanimous action on the part of 
both bodies in adjusting all matters pertain- 
ing to the present strike. The two commit- 
tees will have a conference’ Monday, but it is 
hardly probable that an adjustmcnt of the 
trouble will be had. 

The manufacturers will propose to pay 50 
cents per thousand all around, but it is hardly 
likely that the terms will prove satisfactory to 
the strikers. One of the members of the old 
bosses’ association was present at yesterday’s 
meeting, and advised making more conces- 
sions to the men. He said his association 
would meet next Thursday, when it would 
grant all the demands of the strikers, even if 
the new association failed to settle the trouble 
Monday. 

Carl Wesche, a union printer employed on 
the Freie Presse, was detected by Officer Don- 
lan of the Central Station pasting posters 
on the Illinois Staats Zeitung Building yester- 
day afternoon declaring that the Staats 
Zeitung was a nen-union paper. Wesche 
was locked up at the Armory charged with 
putting bills on buildings without the consent 
of the owners. 

Labor Day Split Up. 

Labor day celebration will be split up. At 
Bricklayers’ Hall last night the Brassmolders’ 
National Union decided to have a parade of 
their own and to follow it up with a picnic at 
Ogden’s Grove. Members of the union from 
St. Louis and Milwaukee will be invited to 
take part in the celebration. 

Ata meeting of the Machinists’ Union at 
Waverly Hall last night addresses were made 
by T. J. Morgan and G. Haehne. The mem- 
bers of the machinists’ and machine black- 
smiths’ organizations, which comprise 
men of many different nationali- 
ties in Chicago, are making preparations 
for advancing certain demands. They are 
amalgamated with the pattern makers, molders, 
and other metal-working trades in the Metal 
Machinery Trades Cauncil, which has a united 
membership of 2,500. 

At present. the machinists and machine 
blacksmiths work ten hours a day for 25 cents 
an hour. They propose to ask for eight hours 
and 40 cents an hour, and opens to be pre- 
pared to present their demands by Sept. 1. 


CAPT. HUGGINS AMONG THE INDIANS, 


Sent to Investigate Reports of Abuses at 
Certain Agencies, 

Gen. Miles has sent Capt. E. L. Huggins, 
one of his aides, to the Indian agencies along 
the Upper Missouri with the object, it is said, 
of inquiring into many abuses that are alleged 
to exist in the treatment by the Indian agents 
of their charges. It is hinted that the Indians 
have become much dissatisfied with the sup- 
plies of food and clothing furnished them by 
the contractors who furnish the supplies. It 
is the same old story of dissatisfaction that in 
past led to the revolt among the Indians last 
winter. : 

Recently reports that the Indians were be- 
coming greatly excited and threatening to 
take to the war path again were received at army 
headquarters. Telegraphic inquiries to vari- 
ous agencies and army posts in the Northwest 
elecited the informatior. that the reports were 
false, but Gen. Miles decided to make a thor- 
ough investigation of the rumors with the 
view of remedying the difficulties in their in- 
cipiency and he gave Capt. Huggins orders to 
make a thorough and complete inquiry and 
to go among the Indians and personally inter- 
view the chiefs. 

For this delicate mission Capt. Huggins is 
well fitted. His father was an Indian mi- 
sionary and the son spent Many years among 
the Sioux with his father and can converse in 
the Sioux language. He is also a veteran 


-Indian fighter and well versed in all the ways 


of the wily Sioux. 

Gen. Miles was somewhat disinclined to 
talk about Capt. Huggins’ mission yesterday. 
Capt. Huggins has been sent to the North- 
western agencies along the Missouri to inquire 
into various matters, said the general. The 
reports received from the agencies are that a 
condition of profound peace exists among the 
Indians.” : 

An officer on Gen. Miles staff said many 
conflicting reports had come from the Indian 
country regarding alleged outrages against 
the Indians by cattlemen and other whites and 


that the Indians were threatening to get even. 
Other reports conflicted with these and it was 


to get at the facts that Capt. Huggins was 
sent among the Indians.

A Sparrow Story. 

Two families in adjoining houses inthe upper 
part of Brooklyn were recently treated to a little 
drama in bird life. Four sparrows had built 
their nests under the eaves, and when it ¢ame 
time for the young to go outinto the world one 
was unable to fly. It hopped aboutin the grass 
of one of the yards, and several times came near 
being the prey of the N cats. One of 
the neighbors, a kindly old lady, took compassion 
upon it and hung it in a cage on the clothes line. 
The parent birds soon discovered the new abode, 
and for the rest of the day flew back and forth 
with dainty bits for their nestling, which they 
fed to it between the wires. At night the cage 
was taken in, but it was put out again early in 
the morning, and more than one puss cast — 
ing eyes at the tempting morsel and kept prow 
ing about, much to the distress of the old birds. 
The old lady spent the greater part of the morn- 
ing driving the intruders out of the garden. In 
an evil moment, however, a large tiger-skinned 
cat gave one spring and, bringing the cage to the 
ground, pulled the little bird out between the 
wires with his claws and was over the fence with 
it in his mouth before any one could inter- 
fere. At the approach of the cat the father and 
mother’ had flown away, but they now came 

ing back. They hovered about the 2 
for a while, and then disappeared. In a few 


moments they returned, perching on the clothes 


line. To the astonishment of the spectators they 
were followed by as many as twenty-five or thirty 
others, who flew about the cage and then to the 
mother bird, touching her beak with theirs, ex- 
pressing their sympathy in the most marked 
manner. A few days later another young bird 
was found in the grass unable to fly, and the 
finders, taking warning by the misfortune of its 
brother, shut it in the cellar way under the bars, 
where the old birds could fly in and out to feed it, 
and where it could still be safe from harm. When 
it was strong enough it was taken up into the 
garden, and it flew away.

Italian immigrants occasionally meet with a 
curious survival of ancient feudalism. It is not 
uncommon for an Italian, seeking work, suddenly 
to seize the hand of his prospective employer and 
to imprint upon it a smacking kiss. The per-

Italian's way of proclaiming himself his em- 


ployer’s vassal. In all probability the Italian is 
ignorant of the fact that the ceremony comes 
down to him from feudal days, when the vassal 
recognized the lordship of the noble by kneeling 
and kissing his hand.—New York Advertiser.

IT 18 MUCH SAFER TO ELEVATE THEM. 


The Illinois Central and Its Hyde Park 
Tracks—No Decision Yet. 

Some time ago the city authorities de- 
termined to open Fifty-sixth street across the 
Illinois Central tracks out in the Hyde Park 
region. The railroad company protested and 
was going to build a wall. The Commission- 
er of Public Works objected to the wail. The 
Corporation Counsel sustained him. The 
wall has not been erected. 

There was a conference last week between 
the railroad officials and the city officials grow- 
ing out of this controversy. The city officials 
maintained their ground, anq then the railroad 
officials made a proposition. Benjamin F. 
Ayer, attorney of the railroad company, form- 
ulated it. He said the railroad company had 
in contemplation a plan for the elevation of 
its tracks from Fifty-first street to Sixty-third 
street, or perhaps to Sixty-seventh street, 
the southern ‘line of the south parks. Would 
the city authorities agree to the depression 
of the roadbed at the crossings under the 
tracks in order to allow fourteen feet of head- 
way, the railroad company to elevate only 
seven feet? Mr. Aldrich for the city promptly 
replied that the depression of the roadbed 
seven feet was an impossibility. Mr. Ayer 
then took a new tack. Would the city con- 
tribute to the cost of elevatmg the tracks if 
the right of way was conceded by the company 
at all crossing streets, and if the railroad com- 
pany constructed arches of solid masonry, 
fourteen feet in the clear, at such crossings / 
The Corporation Counsel did not think the 
city ought to pay. The railroad company 
could better afford to elevate the road and to 
build the archways as proposed than to con- 
struct viaducts at the crossings at Fifty-first 
street, Fifty-fifth street, the Midway Plaisance, 


Sixty-third street, and other points and pay 


all the costs of the same, including damages. 


Michael De Young’s system of classification 
for the Department of Horticulture . had its 
title lopped off yesterday by the Committee 
on Classification.

HALSEY C. IVES GOING TO EUROPE. 
‘ 


Organizing the Work in His Department 
Here and Abroad. 

Halsey C. Ives, Chief of the Department of 
Fine Arts, left for the East last night. Mr. 
Ives will visit Philadelphia, New York, and 
Boston, and in each city will form an.advisory 
art committee of the Exposition. These com- 
mittees will be composed of artists and they 
will make it their business to secure in the 
cities mentioned adisplay of fine art. Mr. 
Ives says that within the last sixteen months 
there have been received in this country néar- 
ly 100 of the rare works of the old masters. It 
is his wish to secure these for the Exposition. 

Aug. 30 Mr. Ives will sail from Boston for 
Europe. 

The scope of the ‘Department of Fine Arts 
was greatly increased by the change in the 
classification made at the recent meeting of 
the committee, by which architecture was 
transferred from the Department of Liberal 
Arts tothe Department of Fine Arts. Prof. 
Ives wil] go to London, where he is already in 
communication with leading artists, archi- 
tects, and authorities of institutions. Work 
to be accomplished here will be determined 
upon consultation. Little can be dene until 
the commission which will represent Great 
Britain at the Exposition is appointed by her 
Majesty’s government. 

Next Paris will be visited, where the work 
will be largely among resident American 


| artists. Prof. [ves will consult with M. Proust, 


the Commussionér for France, in regard to 
adding architecture and decoration to the de- 
partment, and will also enter into negotia- 
tions with owners of private collections. 

He will then go to The Hague, where he will 
confer with artists of note—Mesdag and 
others— and determine what may be done to- 
wards securing works in the possession of col- 
lectors. Similar work will be done in Brus- 
sels, where, it is hoped, all the Belgian artists 
may be interested. From Holland he will go 
to Scandinavia, Sweden, and Denmark, visit- 
ing Stockholm and Copenhagen. Thence to 
Berlin,’ St. Petersburg, Moscow, Vienna, 
Munich, possibly the Italian cities, the Span- 
ish cities, Barcelona and Madrid, and then 
back to Paris and London. 

In all these places an effort will be made to 
secure the codperation of all persons inter- 
ested in architecture, sculptare, painting, and 
decoration. Prof. Ives and the committee are 
determined to make the collection as complete 
and broad in character as possible, sparing no 
time nor effort in accomplishing their ob- 
ject.

It Is Believed a Compromise Has Been Ef- 
fected at the Stock- Yards, 

The representatives of Armour, Swift, and 
Morris still maintain the strictest secrecy in 
regard to the alleged compromise between 
the Chicago Junction railways and Union 
Stock-Yards company and the paekers. The 
mere mention of the subject is the signal tor 
tightening the lips of the employés of all the 
companies involved, In the words of a prom- 
inent packer of this city who is not in the 
deal, This secrecy is the surest sign of the 
correctness of the reports.“ 

F. H. Winston of the Stock-Yards company 
was seen by a Tuntxx reporter yesterday aft- 
ernoon. He said he had reud the reports from 
Boston in the papers relative to the compro- 
mise, but as an attorney for one of the parties 
he was in duty bound to maintain secrecy. 

But I will say this,“ said Mr. Winston; 
I do not deny that negotiations are in prpg- 
ress between the representatives of the pack- 
ing houses and the Stock-Yards company 
whereby the former differences can be amica- 
bly arranged.“ 

The fact that several conferences have been 
held during the last two days between Mr. 
Winston and E. J. Martyn, the local repre- 
sentative of P. D. Armour, lends significance 
to Mr. Winston’s words. 

Mr. Winston was asked if there was any 
truth in a statement appearing in a paper yes- 
terday morning to the effect that the Armour- 
Morris-Swift and Fairbank companies are 
endeavoring to secure an option for the two 
squares bounded by Sixtieth and Seventieth 
streets and Mary and Virginia avenues in 
Washington. D. C., for the purpose of open- 
ae huge, fresh méat depot. Mr. Winston 
said: . 


It may be true, for the companies are fre- 
‘quently putting up subdepots at different 


points in the country. But even if true it has 
no bearing on the Stock-Yards controversy.”’ 

Speaking of the same subject, Mr. Vogel, the 
representative of the Nelson Morris company 
at the Union Stock-Yards, sad: You can 
say that so far as the Morris company is con- 
cerned the report is untrue.” 

Samuel W. Allerton, President of the Aller- 
ton Packing company, was asked for his opin- 
ion regarding the alleged compromise be- 
tween the packers and the Stock-Yards com- 
pany. He said: 

have no doubt that the papers have re- 
ported the terms of the compromise almost 
exactly. But of course that is simply my 
opinion. I have said from the first that the 
threat on the part of Armour, Swift, and oth- 
ers to the effect that they would remove their 
plant from this city was all a bluff to bring 
the Stock-Yards company to terms, and the 
terins recently said to be made would seem to 
me to be fair to both parties.”’ 


POPULATION OF WYOMING AND ARIZ ONA 


A Generous Increase Shown by the Census 
Office Figures. 

Wasuineaton, D. C., July 11.—A bulletin 
issued today by the Census Office on tile popu- 
lation of Wyoming by minor civil divisions 
shows an increase during the decade of 
39,916 or 192.01 per cent, the population in 
1880 being 20,789 and in 1890 60,705. In all 
the counties of the State large increases are 
shown. The largest increase was in. Crook 
County, where the increase was 878.24 per 
cent, and the smallest in Albany County, 
where the increase was 91.63 per cent. 

A bulletin was also made public on the popu- 
lation of Arona. which on the first of 
June, 1890, is given as 59,620, an increase 
during the last ten years of 19,180, or 47.43 
per cent. Apache, Pima, and Yuma Counties 
show a decrease of 1,002, 4,333, and 544 respect- 
ively. The decrease in Apache and Pima 
Counties is due largely to a decrease in their 
areas made by the creation of other counties. 
The largest increase was in Cochise County— 
viz.: 6,938.

Mayor bcbg eh Address. 

The Mayor was ived with hearty ap- 
plause and spoke as follows: 

Members of the Chicago Furniture Manufact- 
urers’ Association, Ladies and Gentlemen: In 
looking over this vast building and in patrollixg 
this magnificent exposition of furniture, it occurs 
to me that the visitors here today desire to exam- 
ine and look into this beautiful display, rather 
than listen to any remarks from myself or any one 
else. I must say, however, as acitizen, that 1 
have been pleased, delighted, and astonished at 
this great and magnificent display which is here 
before us, and we can well afford to invite the

MCARTHY WILL RETIRE. 


DILLON TO LEAD THE IRISH PARTY 
WHEN HE GETS OUT OF JAIL, 


Poor Prospect for Home Rule—Parnell Not 
Working for Success but for the De- 
struction of His Former Followers— 
Lords Amend the Land Purchase Bill in 
the Interest of Landlords—Commons 
Will Drink in Seclusion Henceforth,

Loxnox, July 11.—The hopeless outlook for 
home rule will be emphasized by Mr. T. P.

| will print a powerful leader on the Irish posi- 


tion urging that John Dillon be appointed 
leader in place of McCarthy as soon as Dillon 
is released from prison at the end of this 
month. O' Conner says Parnell’s policy here- 
after is not to win but to destroy. It will need 
a strong leader to fight against him. McCar- 
thy is seriously ill, and if convinced it is for 
the good of the Irish cause he is quite willing to 
retire in favor of Dillon. It is quite likely 
this arrangement will be made as soon as Dil- 
lon is released. 


Lords Amend the Land BIiil. 

The Lords have unexpectedly distorted the 
Irish Land-Purchase bill in such a manner as 
to bring them into certain collision with the 
Commons. It was confidently believed that 
they would not venture to do this, but they 
have faced the situation with quite unlooked- 
for positiveness, The chief point of battle is a 
clause introduced by the Earl of Arran, who 
sits in the English Parliament as Baron Sud- 
ley. It prevents tenants purchasing estates 
out and out and becoming the real owners of 
them, as provided for by the bill as it passed 
the House of Commons, unless they shall 
keep the land delivered to them properly tilled 
and drained until the whole amount of the 
purchase moneyis paidup. Another clause pre- 
sented in the Upper House enables landlords 
to obtain payment on the basis of the nominal 
rent which the tenant has been charged with, 
but which he has never actually paid, under 
the provisions of percentage payment already 
established. Taken altogether the bulk of 
the alterations tend to give the landiords 
greater selling privileges at the expense of 
either the tenant or the public treasury, and 
are designed to continue the generous emol- 
ument of the landlords which has been the 
chief practical outcome of the operation of 
the Asubourne act. 

When the bill is referred back to the House 
of Commons the House of Lords will be 
obliged to back down and consent to the re- 
jection of their new clauses. This is certain, 
and the whole affair will not help the prestige 
of the Upper House. 

Commons Will Drink in Seclusion. 

A proposal to abolish the drinking bar of 
the lobby of the House of Commons has ex- 
cited a great deal of derision among the mem- 
bers. Nevertheless the itation against it 
will lead to its reinoval to the remotest nook 
of the lobby, away from general view. The 
temperance members contended that it is not 
satisfactory that the first sight which meets 
the gaze of strangers on entering the inner 
lobby of the House should be a group of mem- 
bers of Parliament gathered round a drinking 
bar. The Rt.-Hon. Henry Campbell-Tanner- 
man, Liberal member of the Stirling district 
of Scotland, suggested its removal from pub- 
lie view. ‘

of envied for being a powerless Prince. Thie 
article was humbly submitted to and 
indorsed by Sir Francis Knollys. The state- 
ments made in it may therefore be taken as 
having his Royal Highness’ personal approval. 
The general line adopted is that the Prince 
has really no public duties worth speaking of. 
Any attempt on his part to do public 
service of a semi-political character is at 
once nipped in the bud by the govern- 
ment, which persists in regarding the Prince’s 
position as purely ornamental. In view of the 
royal authority on which this article is pub- 
lished the following specific statement made 
in it will be intensely interesting: 

First — That Mrs. Wilson was in error when she 
said in court that her husband objected to bacca- 
rat being played at Tranby Croft, It seems he 
only objected to play for high stakes. That in 
erp respect his wishes were respected by the 

rince. 

Socond— That the Prince felt more keenly than 
anybody else the singular omission of the coun- 
sel to ask him when in the witness-box, as every 
other witness was asked, whether he was the per- 
son who blabbed. The Prince would only have 
been too glad to have had a chance to say he was 
not the person who revealed the secret either to a 
lady or to anybody. 

Third—That in taking counters to Tranby Croft 
with him the Prince only carried them as conven- 
ient substitutes for gold or bank notes. 

Fourth—That the Prince is not waterlogged with 
debts but that he could tomorrow pay every 
farthing which he owes. 

Fifth—That Sandringham is not mortgaged to 
Baron Hirsch, nor has the Prince ever appealed 
to his mother for funds. Neither is there any ne- 
cessity for applying to Parliament for a royal 
graut. No grant bas ever beén thought of, simply 
because the Prince of Wales is not in debt. 
Obliged to Be Vicious. 


From a defense of the Prince against spe- 
cific allegations the article proceeds to put in 
a plea for his Royal Highness generally. If he 
has any vice or weakness it is because he has 
been forced into it. He has often wished, we 
are told, to find relief in politics from a 
sentry-go of exhibition openings, hospital 
foundation-layings, etc. From time to time 
the Prince has struggled against the soul- 
leadening routine of his royal existence, but 
whenever he ventured upon making a way for 
himself he was politely but firmly thrust back. 
His visit to India was the one welcome break 
in the dreary round. His appointment 
as one of ‘the royal Commissioners on 
the housing of the poor was an- 
other. How on earth her Majesty's 
Minister ever mustered up courage sufficient 
to permit the heir apparent to touch, be it 
only with so much as one of his finger tips, 
the responsible duties and burdens of citizen- 
ship remains to this day amystery. Glad- 
stone was then Prime Minister, which may 
account for it. It deserves to be noted as a 
welcoine and bold innovation which, if it had 
been followed up, might have redeemed every- 
thing. Unfortunately it was not followed up. 
The Prince attended all the sittings, went 
slumming in the East End, invited the Com- 
missioners to Sandringham, in short per- 
formed his maiden commission excellently 
well, but never again was he permitted to 
share in anything serious. 

It is an open secret that the Prince was anx- 
ious toserve on the Labor Commission. He had 
served on the commission for housing the 
poor and he saw no reason why he should not 
be a member of the commission which owed 
its existence to the initiative of Sir John 
Gorst, but for reasons of state the .Ministers 
ofthe Crown snubbed the Prince and excluded 
him in the same arbitrary fashion as they ex- 
cluded women from the list of their commis- 
sioners, It is easy to see many good 
reasons why a prudent Prime Minister 
might deem it undesirable to sandwich 
the Prince between Livesey and Tom Mann, 
but it is equally easy to see that if the Prince 
had occupied a seat on the Commission it 
would have brought him into close contact 
with the realities of existence among the poor, 
and would have given him chances to use his 
undoubted abilities in the service of the na- 
tion.

American Immigration Commissioners,

Loxpon, July 11.—The tuberculosis cure is 
once again to the front in Paris, not only in 
the frigid academic and scientific circles, but 
in the clubs, cafés, and newspapers. The 
question agitated is, Has De Lannelongue dis- 
covered a remedy for this terrible disease? It 
was Tuesday last that M. Lannelongue read 
his paper in which were disclosed the results 
of treating an infantile case of tuberculosis 
with an injection of chloyure of zinc. The 
next day he was besieged with hundreds 
of letters from tuberculosis patients in Paris 
and now thousands from Germany, Italy, En- 
land, Russia, Spain, and Switzerland are flow- 
ing in upon him.

The public is 
alwaysin a feverish haste to apply prema- 
turely to any medical discovery and feel that 
they are in the presence of a sort of a univer- 
sal panacea. Much interest is taken in a let- 
ter from an eminent American physician who, 
to the editor of the Paris Herald, expresses a 
great deal of sound common sense m refer- 
ence to the discovery. The letter is as follows: 

There was much excitement at the Academy of 
Medicine Tuesday when M. Lannelongue read a 
skillfully-prepared paper on the treatment of tu- 
berculosis in the cases of children by means of 
injections of chlorure of zinc. All the newspa- 
pers, political and others, were filled with an ac- 
count of the discovery, and the next day the com- 
motion caused by the chlorure of zinc was not un- 
like that which was produced throughout Europe 
and America when Koch proclaimed his tubercu- 
lin. pron it is almost forgotten. 

The employment of chlorure of zinc is neverthe- 
less not absolutely new, and one of the most emi- 
nent members of the scientific gathering, one of 
the Nestorgs of French surgery, Prof. Léon 
Leport, replied to M. Lannelongue by reading a 
summary of a work on the samesubject published 
in 1877, The reading of this treatise made a de- 
cided impression upon those present, who had for 
an hour been hela by the charm 
of M. Lannelongue's eloquence. What 
conclusions are to drawn and what 
advice ought a perfectly independent man to give? 
Must we summon to Paris the tuberculosis pa- 
tients who have been impervious to famous tuber- 
culin and prevail upon them to undergo the new 
treatment. I don't think so, because as yet we 
have to do only with experiments, interesting it 
is true, but, as Prof. Léon Leport to whom is due 
a share of the honor of the discovery re 
marked, not et decisive. Hence we 
should wait until the facts are more demon- 
strative. It is of essential importance that the 
non-medical press should moderate public opin- 
ion, which is always prone to become intensely 
enthusiastic over medical discoveries and inform 
tuberculosis patients, who have already had a se- 
vere lesson by the absolute futility of the Berlin ex- 

riments, that the encouraging vision now p 

fore their eyes may yet turn out to be — a 
mirage, and that a cure for tuberculosis by other 
means than hygiene and open air is stili to be 
discovered. Science should grateful to Lan- 
nelongue for the pew road he has opened, news- 
papers should qnoourags him to continue his re- 
searches, but tuberculosis patients sbould wait 
until the method is more conclusively established 
if they wish to avoid a renewal of the bitter ex- 
perience which followed the shipwreck of tuber- 
culin.

JEFFERSON, Tex., July 11—([Special. ]—Al- 
though the Jefferson Lumber company is al- 
ready largely indebted to Lumberman George 
H. Howell of Atchison, he is engaged today in 

utting up more of his good money in its be- 

alk. is arrival in this city yesterday pro- 
duced a revival of confidence in the business 
affairs of J. H. Bemis. The latter is heavily 
interested in the Jefferson Lumber company 
and other enterprises, all of which are more 
or jess involyed. It was reported that Mr. 
Bemis had made an individual assigninent 
but this proceeding was averted by the arrival 
of the Kansas capitalist. 

After having gone through the affairs of the 
concerns Mr. Howell is confident that the 
affairs can be straightened out and business 
resumed. He has already met many of the 
principal creditors and arranged time and 
terms of settlement. W.R. Camp, trustee for 
the benefit of the creditors of the lumber com- 
pany, said tonight that he had no doubt but 
the affairs will be fully settled within a few 


days. 

The liabilities aggregate more than $300,000 
and the assets upwards of $700,000, 
The latter consist largely of claims 
for lumber used in the nuntberless new build- 
ings recently erected in this section, and, if 
necessary, the greater part could be collected 
under the lien law. 

The personal liabilities of Mr. Bemis and 
those of the woolen mulls cannot be ascer- 
tained. They will considerably raise the sum 
total of the outstanding debts, but are more 
than offset by the mill property and Mr. 
Bemis’ personal holdings. 

People of Jefferson and the surrounding 
country are a unit in wishing Mr. Howell suc- 
cess in his efforts to assist Mr. Bemis out of 
his difficulties. They are not wholly unself- 
ish, as an assignment would mean the fore- 
closure of liens on many of their homes. Be- 
yond these considerations is the fact that Mr. 
Bemis is aman of enterprise and has done 
much toward developing and improving this 

art of Texas. The amount of money Mr. 

owell has already disbursed to the more im- 
portunate of the creditors is large, but the ex- 
act figure he keeps to himself. 


INTERESTING LECTURE AT CHAUTAUQUA. 


Col, Parker Talks on Artists and Artisans 
—The Work of Each. 

Cuavutaugua, N. Y., July 11.—[ Special. ]— 
Col. Parker delivered one of the best lectures 
yet listened to today before the Chautauquans 
on“ Artist or Artisan, Which?” He said in 
part: 

There are two kinds of work, both essential to 
the world, both honorable and honest, but each 
essentially different.

The former are artisans, the latter are artists. 
Both have a place in the world. The artisan 
makes things which are of commercial value. 
The artist also produces things of worth. The 
artisan may make a box or a bookcase and pro- 
duce them by the hundreds, but when it becomes 
necessary to fit that bookcase in the corner of a 
room he meets obstacles h 
Many professional men do artisan work. There 
are doctors who read medicine and understand 
all the symptoms of disease, He 

atient, examines him. looks

quack. The true physician understands physiology, 
anatomy, psychology, and human nature in gen- 
eral, and brings his own reasoning powers with 
him tothe sick chamber.

AGREEMENT REACHED ON A PART OF 
THE DRAINAGE CANAL ROUTE. 


The Portion from the Main River to Sum- 
mit Practically Decided—Report of the 
Engineering Committee—$5,000,000 Re- 
quired for the Purchase of Lands, and 
Work to Be Done Within Eighteen 
Months—Regular Meetings Will Here- 
after Be Held Wednesdays, 


The Drainage Commissioners are getting 
down to work. At the meeting of the Sani- 
tary District Board yesterday Com missioner 
Hotz of the Engineer committee said he had 
the report on the route from the main river to 
Summit ready to present, but he did not care 
to do so until there was a full attendance. 
Mr. Wenter and John A. King were not on 
hand. He expected them to attend the meet- 
ing Wednesday, when the report would be 
handed in. 

It is understood, however, that the route 
agreed upon commences near the western end 
of the south branch of the South Fork, west of 
the Stock-Yards and four blocks east of West- 
ern avenue. It then runs in a west-north- 
westerly direction to the Ogden Ditch as the 
crow flies, crossing the canal at a point mid- 
way between the Western Indiana railroad 
bridge over the canal and the point where the 
canal is intersected by Egan avenue. From 
the point where the channel enters the Ogden 
Ditch the line to Summit will closely follow 
the line of the Ogden Ditch. | 

This route is recommended by Engineer 
Artingstall. It is one of the routes indicated 
by the Newton-Worthen report, and it is be- 
lieved to be the cheapest that could be select. 
ed. The selection of the route implies that the 
Commissioners intend to widen and deepen the 
South Branch west of Halsted street and to 
draw water from the lake into it by 
means of.a covered way or aqueduct 
running east and west along a line somewhere 
between Thirty-ninth and Forty-third streets. 


Engineering Committee’s Report. 
But Commissioner Hotz had something 
more than promises to offer. He presented 


the following report: 

Your Engineering committee, having under con- 
sideration the amount of work expected to 
done on the main channel during the next eight- 
een months, respectfully informs your board that 
during the time mentioned we estimate that there 
will be required for the purchase of right of way 
the sum of $2,500,000, and for the construction of 
the main channel through the same there will be 
required the sum of $2,500,000. This total sum of 
$5,000,000 is an estimate of the amount required 
for lands to be purchased and work to be done 
within the time mentioned, and your committee 
request that your honorable body take the proper 
steps to raise the same. Respectfully submitted, 

Curistors Horz. 
JOHN J. ALTPETER, 
Engineering Committee. 

The report was adopted, all the members 
present, Mersrs. Hotz, Altpeter, Russell, Will- 
ing, Prendergast, and Gilmore, voting for it. 

Commissioner Russell then moved that the 
Engineering committee, in conjunction with 
the attorney and the engineer. be directed to 
frame the proper ordinance or ordinances and 
resolutions, and to take such other measures 
as would give effect to the report of the com- 
mittee. This was adopted also by a unani- 
mous vote. 

The board finally decided to change the day 
of meeting during the summer months to 
Wednesdays of each week. 


A Property-Owner’s Complaint. 


Woodlawn drainage district, bounded by State, 
Seventy-first, and Seventy-fifth streets, and 
Lake Michigan, wrote tothe board stating 
that he is heavily assessed for a sewer along 
Seventy-third street, flowing into the lake, and 
for pumping-works and machinery to operate 
the same.

The board will meet Wednesday to consider 
the repurt of the Engineering committee on 
the subject of the route. 

The Engineering committee met after the 
board adjourned and agreed on the route as 
outlined above. 

After the adjournment the question of Mr.

Hotz expressed the hope that ex-Mayor Roche 
could be induced to accept a nomination for 
the vacant Commissionership. He is just 
the man for the place,“ said Mx. Hotz. I 
think he can afford to give it the time. He 
would be an invaluable member of the board.“

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MINING AS AN INDUSTRY. 


WHAT THE CENSUS SHOWS FOR WEST- 
- BRN ENTERPRISE. 


Honest Management and Common Sense the 
Secret of Success—Dividends That Investors 
in Other Lines May Well Envy. 


The inability to develop a bull market in spite 
of i favoring conditions of cheap money, large 
k reserves, low prices for stocks and bonds, 
and bright crop prospects is becoming a matter 
of serious concern among those who like to keep 
their money active. 
choice. Nobody wants to leave his coin in a bank 
or in storage vaults if be can put it out where it 
will yield a revenue. Yet the banks and vaults 
are getting the money. Every rise in the security 
market is promptly checked by selling orders, 
showing that the shrewd operators are shifting 
their burdens and laying in cash. 

Experts in the money world find it easy to 
diagnose this situation. They all agree that it is 
founded on distrust in great part, and in some 
measure on dissatisfaction with the securities 
bffered. When a railroad stock is advanced im- 
mediately before a meeting of the directors on re- 
ports of increased earnings and the meeting dis- 
closes that the reports must have been put out 
with the design of letting insiders unload, a les- 
son is taught. the investing public in respect to 
that road which the public does not easily forget. 
When other railroad properties that feed protit- 
able territory are offered in the market upon 
statements that will not bear scrutiny a suspicion 
is roused which investors are not soon to quiet. 

Every one knows that during the last year or 
two public attention has been repeatedly called 
to reports from some of the railroad companies 
in which juggling with figures was openly 
charged and the management of those compan- 
ies was arraigned for trying to deceive tbe pub- 
lic in order that selfish ends might be served. On 
the other hand, in respect to properties of un- 
doubted merit, the stock has ranged at such high 
prices as to promise only a small intérest upon 
the investment, and those who have ready money 
and wish to put it out to advantage do not find in 
strictly first-class stocks the revenue yield which 
they think they ought to secure. 

This condition of the stock market in respect to 
railroad securities accounts in part for the favor 
with which industrial securities have been re- 
ceived by investors. It has unfortunately 
developed with some of the industrials that 
those having them in hand have not always been 
honestly disposed, and that these properties have 
been cables to such violent fluctuations and to; 
such unscrupulous management so far as quota- 
tions were concerned that investors take their 
financial lives in their hands ‘when they enter the 
market for the purchase of industrials, which, if 
properly managed, ought to yield handsome reve- 
nues. 

It need not be supposed that the market will 
languish for the want of something in which 
money may be profitably invested. The demand 
certainly exists for a class of investment which 
will promise a fair and reasonably safe return 
upon the hoard of idle money. There are already 
indications of a returning interest in the Western 
mines. The statistical records of the production 
of the mines are most satisfactory to those who 
have engaged their money in such enterprises, 
and may well appeal to the attention of the gen- 
eral investor 

According to the recent census, which is now 
compiled, the volume on Mines and Mining“ 
shows that the total value of the mineral prod- 
ucts of the United States amounted in Janne of 
last year, when the census was taken, to $556,948,- 
450. This isthe greatest total ever reported for 
any country. It far outstrips the product of the 
British possessions. There are 90,000 industrial 
mining establishments in the United States, em- 

„loying 512,114 persons, paying in annual wages 
$213, 409,509, and engaging capital to the amount 
of $1,173,000,000, 

These figures convey only a partial idea of what 
the industry of mining means. The entire Pa- 
cific slope, covering all of the territory west of 
the eastern line of Colorado, has been brought 
to its present condition of prosperity by the 
wealth taken out of the earth. Such cities as 
Denver and San Francisco, and others that might 
be named, rivaling in physical appearance and 
appointments the cities of the East, and resting

cities of the same population, were built from the 


| products of the mines. The fact is beyond any 
| kind of question, and is recognized by investors, 


that mining as an industry is perfectly legitimate, 
and that those who understand the business and 
who apply to it the same sense and the same 
economy of management that are applied to other 
enterprises, secure from it a most generous return. 
The census figures and the reports collected by 
the commercial agencies of late years show that 
the proportion of failures in mining is less than 
the proportion of failures in other lines of indus- 
try, and that a good majofity of the failures in 
mining have sprung from ignorance of the busi- 
ness or from mismanagement.

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MR. PARTRIDGE’S SHAKSPEARE. 


It 
was chosen by Mr. J. DeKoven. one of the trustees 
of the fund left by Mr. Samuel Johnson, for the 
erection of the monument. 

Mr. Partridge, the artist who executed the statue, 
has made a careful study of the death-mask of 
the great dramatist, has consulted many able 
Shakspearean students, and spent some time at 
Stratford-on-Avon in order to prepare himself for 
the work of reconstructing the portrait of a man 
whose genius is sufficiently overawing to make 
any artist hesitate before undertaking the task of 
clothing it in the outward form which is to repre- 
sent it. * 

The conception of Mr. Partridge is not the 
haughty actor or the solemn philosopher ponder- 
ing on the frailty of humanity, but the smiling 
poet and observer of mankind. The pose of the 
figure js graceful, as far as may be judged from 
the photograph, and the costume and accessories 
seem to be in keeping. The chair on which the 
figure is seated has a suggestion of heaviness 
about it, but this is undoubtedly made necessary 
by the weight which it must support.

The American Exhibition at the Durand 
Ruel Galleries in Paris is said to be fairly repre- 
sentativeof American art, and though most ‘of 
the critics speak favorably of it, they seem to be 
imbued with the idea that the honors still revert 
to France, where most of the artists secured 
their training. Le Temps says: “An American 
schoo! of painting has existed for twenty years, 
and it is our work. Those of its artists who count 
for anythiug, with two or three exceptions, have 
studied under our masters; most of them still 
live in France for several months of the year at 
least; they exhibit in our salons; and they make 
French pictures—ultra modern French pictures, 
it is true, of a sort that makes the masters who 
have taught them danve with indignation.” 

It is not uncommon for French critics to go 
even farther and claim talented artists of all na- 
tionalities, on the principle that to bea Parisian 
it is not necessary to be a Frenchman. Thus 
Sargent, Bridgman, Dannat. and other Americans 
are considered to belong to the French school. In 
the same way claim is frequently made to For- 
tuny, Rico, Pasini, Stevens Edelfeldt, and othérs, 
In the Figaro Salon Albert Wolff speaks of Gari 
Melchers as a Belgian artist, which is evidently a 
step in the same direction. 

It must be admitted that Americans who have 
resided in Paris fora period ot ten or fifteen 
years must have been greatly influenced by their 
surroundings and by continual contact and com- 
petition with French artists. They are frequently 
reproached for this and for not returnihg to their 
native country and painting American subjects. 
But the reasons of their. preferring to remain in 
Europe are too well known to require enumera- 
tion. With painters as with other people their 
own interests are presminent and patriotism has 
little todo with their art. As Bonnat wrote to 
Piloty shortly after the Franco-Prussian war 
when he urged him to continue to exhibit in the 
Paris Salon: Art should have no nationality.”

The world of art in London has been in a 
troubled state of late over a serious controversy. 
A painter of some renown, Mr. Calderon, has ex- 
hibited in the Royal Academy a picture the sub- 
ject of which is The Renunciation of St. Eliza- 
beth of Hungary.“ Giving a lit@ral interpreta- 
tion to the words se nudavit of the Latin text 
the artist has represented the saint nude before 
the altar and exposed to the regards of a crowd 
of priests and devotees who are assisting at her 
act of renunciation. 

The Catholics are particularly opposed to it, 
contending that se nudavit should be taken fig- 
uratively, and that the church never permitted so 
indecent a ceremony to take place as Mr. Cal- 
deron has depicted. ! 

Sir Frederick Leighton and other trustees of 
the Chautrey bequest, a fund instituted by an 
artist of that name for the purpose of purchasing 
pictures worthy of honoring the grand museums 
of the nation, had decided to buy this picture. 
The Duke of Norfolk, Cardinal Manning, and 
a number of dignitaries and prelates have signed 
a petition asking a nullification of the purchase, 
or at least the non-admission to the National 
Museum. 

The Saturday Review opposes the action of the 
trustees on the ground that the picture is a poor 
one and affords a weapon to those who wish to 
put a taboo on all nude paintings.

A borrowed style in painting can never be as 
interesting as one which is the result of the 
artist’s observation of nature, and no matter how 
effective the result may be, it cannot help being 
superficial and untruthful. 

The peculiarities of an artist’s work are not its 
merits, and when nothing but his peculiarities 
are borrowed, and the inspiration from nature is 
not there, the work of the borrower has the false 
air of a jay in peacock’s feathers. 

Mr. Dawson is an artist sufficiently endowed to 
achieve success as a landscapist if he will perse- 
vere in forming a style of his own.

The Superior Council of the School of Fine 
Arts in Paris has made several important 
changes in the regulations governing the preroga- 
tives of students who have won the Prix de Rome. 
The pupils of the first year of the French Acad- 
emy at Rome will not be compelled to remain in 
Rome and Central Italy, but will be permitted to 
travel over the whole of Italy. And the copy of 
a work of art in the third year, which formerly 
was not permitted to be made except in Italy, 
may be made in any country in Europe except in 
France, with the authorization of the directors of 
the Academy.

But of the total en ‘ot deaths 6. 630 
were of children under 1 year of age. These 
were nearly all born in this city. The few 
who were not are more than made up for by 
the 2 and 3 year old children born htre who 
died during the year. Deducting the 6,630 
from the count it appears that out of a total 
number of 15;226 decedents over 1 year old 
7,256 were born abroad, 7,740 in this country, 
and 230 unknown. And yet there are minis- 
ters who insist that this city shall be ruled like 
an old-fashioned Yankee community. 

WHAT THE ECONOMIC COMPANY’S GAS 
WILL COST THE PUBLIC. 

Mr. Yerkes, who is looked on as the incarna- 
tion of the Economic Gas company, has made 
a genéral statement in reply to some of the 
criticisms of his corporation and its plans. 
His chief point is dollar gas. On that he 
rings the changes. He says: 

Every one knows there has long been a demand 
in this city for $1 gas. Every one has been clamor- 
ing for it. How is it that when it is offered cer- 
tain parties start up and say the gas trust must 
not be interfered with? What this means is cer- 
tainly beyond my comprehension. 

Nothing is more true than that there is a 
clamor for dollar gas.“ and that clamor has 
been so effective that the old companies will 
be furnishing 1t by the time the Economic, if 
it were in earnest, would be ready to supply 
gas one or two years hence. The hour of the 
people getting it will not be hastened by any- 
thing the Economic can do. 

But if that company should lay mains’ the 
dollar gas would cost the people so dearly 
that it would be cheaper for them to pay the 
it indefinitely. If the 
„Economie“ were to begin operations it 
would start with the business district, for 
there is where the greatest consumption of 
gas would be. If a corporation had the 
monopoly of the district between the river, 
the lake, the South Branch, and Twelfth 
street, it would feel inclined to surrender the 
rest of the city to its rivals. Every one of the 
streets in this territory, most of them crowded 
with teams from early morning to late at 
night, would be cut up by a wide trench with 
a wall of earth on each side, just as when the 
Consumers’ mains were laid; which everybody 
remem bers. Michigan avenue, Wabash, 
State, Dearborn, Clark, and Wells, Lake, 
Randolph, Washington, Madison, and the 
other east and west streets would be shrunk to 
narrow gorges and defiles, where heavy and 

light vehicles would dispute with horse and 
cable cars for the right of way. 

It is said consolingly that the trenches 
need be only a little larger for two pipes than 
one. It takes not merely a little more room 
for two twelve or twenty-four inch maius than 
it does for one, but a good deal more. The 
pipes must be laid side by side and there must 
be room enough between them to enable the 
workmen to close up the joints, a slow and 
laborious operation. These heavy pipes, which 
are handled with small derricks, will be 
strewn along the streets for miles. The proc- 
ess of laying them is aslow one at best, and 
can only be carried on by day. The loss to 
business-men can hardly be stated in figures, 
but it will reach millions. As service pipes 
will have to be laid, so that people may have 
the benefit of this“ dollar gas,“ there will be 
smaller cross trenches every twenty feet, grid- 
ironing the streets. The company will ** prom- 
ise to put the pavement back in as good 
a condition as it is, but it is impossible to 
keep such a promise, for the trenching process 
not merely cuts up the stone or wood pave- 
ment but destroys the solidity of the founda- 
tion, without which there can be no perma- 
nent superstructure. 

The work of pipe-laying in the business 
streets will be delayed by the difficulty of 
finding room for the two new big mains. 
Under some pavements there are now large 
sewers, large water mains, two or more sets 
of gas pipes, two cable conduits, and electric, 
telegraph, and telephone conduits. (Occa- 
sionally these proposed new mains will have 
to go twisting in and out among the present 
occupants of the roadway. The alleys are 
unavailable, and the streets are crowded with 
traffic. 

The destruction of pavements and the 
serious interference with business are the 
price to be paid for dollar gas if the 
Economie ordinance is not vetoed. If it 
is vetoed dollar gas can be secured in the 
same time without any of these disadvantages. 
The Aldermen are as well aware of these facts 
as Tue Trisune is. Is it any wonder then 
that common-sense people look on this or- 
dinance as a boodle one, a corrupt bargaining 
away of franchises, not to help the people, 
but to plunder them. It is not the object-of 
the Economic to go into gasmaking as a busi- 
ness. Had it been it would have consented to 
the 75-cent amendment or even to 60 cents. 
Its object is to make some money out of the 
old companies by nickel-plating them and 
thus prevent their lowering the price of gas. 

Nor must this cry of “dollar gas” divert 
the attention of the people from the fact that 
this ripping-up of streets lengthwise and cross- 
wise will take place chiefly during the World’s 
Fair year and the one which will precede it, 
when two national conventions will be held 
here. At that time, when the streets will be 
most crowded and when the city will have to 
use the most untiring efforts to keep them 
passable, they will be taken entire possession 
of by the trenchers, pipe-layers, and teamsters 
of the Economic company, engaged in the 
charitable task of supplying the people with 
dollar gas, but at an actual cost of sev- 
eral dollars a thousand when the dam- 
ages are estimated. The visitors from this 
and other countries and from beyond the 
seas, who will mundate the business center in 
1893, will ‘be treated to the sight of an inter- 
minable series of rifle pits, and their nostrils 
will be regaled by the stenches from torn-up 
city thoroughfares. The boulevards and 

drives, and the fine residence streets, which 
have been looked on as among the incidental 
attractions of the Fair, will be trenched up, 
and will repel and disgust visitors rather than 
attract them. 

This so-called Economic ordinance is from 
every point of view an outrage on the peopie. 
It does not.mean cheaper gas, but dearer gas. 
It is an attack on every property-owner and 
every tenant and every business-man. It 
was devised for the purpose of bleeding the 
old companies, and through them the people, 
for whatever the present gas companies may 
pay to the Economic to buy it off will be paid 
finally by the citizens. That is what com- 
petition “ in the ges business always comes to. 
The Mayor should veto this ordinance. He 


plea has often been raised that the vice can- 
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themselves down as boodlers let them do it, 
and the people will attend in due time to these 
** dollar gas „ economics. 


APOLOGIZING FOR THE PRINCE OF WALES. 

Mr. William T. Stead, the editor of the Lon- 
don Review of Reviews, has just printed in his 
magazine an apology for the Prince of Wales 
which is not only notable as a pertinent de- 
fense but will commend itself to the public as 
an official statement, since the article in ques- 
tion, the cablegram states, was approved by 
Sir Francis Knollys, the Prince’s favorite 
groom in waiting and his private secretary. 
The latter, inaeed, takes the occasion to state 
that Mr. Stead has presented a view of the 
situation which the Prince himself takes and 
would like to have taken by others, Stated 
briefly, the argument as set forth by Mr. 
Stead is that the government and the people 
of Britain have set so many limitations upon 
the Prince that he is not allowed todo any 
public work, and hence that he is warranted, 
in order to kill time on his hands, in turning 
his attention to baccarat, horse-racing, and 
kindred pursuits. It is even urged by Mr. 
Stead that the Prince asked the government 
to put him on the Royal Labor Commission, 
and that the Cabinet after considering the 
request declined to grant it. The 
view of the situation which Mr. Stead 
takes is not anew one. It must be apparent 
to any one who considers the Prince's epviron- 
ments and qualifications, as well as the influ- 
ences of heredity, which is no respecter of 
persons, that he can hardly act otherwise than 
he has done and will undoubtedly continue to 
do, notwithstanding his expressions of regret. 
It is the misfortune of the Prince that he has 
nothing useful to do, and that he has neither 
the taste nor the mind for intellectual work. 
His distaste for science, literature, and the 
arts disqualifies him, so he naturally turns to 
horse-racing and gambling, because, like the 
girl in the song, he has nothing else to do. 
He is debarred by his princely position from 
engaging. in active business and by nature 
from engaging in literary activities or pursu- 
ing philosophical speculations, or using the 
microscope and telescope, or in solving scien- 
tific problems, or in making researches in 
the museums for discoveries which shall 
benefit himself or the people. Toa great ex- 
tent, therefore, the passion of the Prince for 
gambling and horse-racing is due to the sys- 
tem of English sociology. He has been of 
age and the heir apparent“ for thirty years, 
and during that time no effort has been made 
to give him anything useful to do beyond lay- 
ing a corner-stone or inspecting a cattle show. 
He has been left to follow his own devices, 
and what other devices could he, with such a 
cast of intellect, have followed than those in 
whieh he has made such a sorry display of 
himself? To this extent, therefore, his ap- 
proval of the Stead article is an arraignment 
of the English aristocracy and a protest on his 
part that he is not the only guilty one. The 
least the government could have done, since, 
ex officio, he is a member of the House of 
Lords, would have been to give him a place 
on committees and set him at work, so that 
he could have made investigations and pre- 
pared reports and written documents and had 
something to occupy his mind, instead of in- 
vesting him with no other functions than lay- 
ing corner-stones, opening country fairs, and 
receiving visitors, and leaving him free all the 
rest of the time to follow the bent of his own 
passions and tastes inherited from the 
Georges. 

However pathetic the Prince’s protest may 
be it does not excuse him, for many other 
gentlemen in England too high in rank and 
wealthy in purse to engage in business have 
not been idlers nor devoted their time to 
baccarat and horse-races. They have indulged 
in intellectual recreations. Some of them 
have been identified with great social move- 
ments which have been of advantage to the 
world, and others have been steady contrib- 
utors to the reviews, and made suggestions 
and observations which have been of great 
value. The despair in the Prince’s case, how- 
ever, is that he is not qualified to do these 
things and he is now too old to learn. Had it 
been required of him to begin learning thirty 
years ago the world might have been spared 
the baccarat episode and thescandals in which 
he has figured as corespondent. It is hard to 
teach an old M dog | new tricks. 


THE SILVER ‘DOLLAR “THE PEOPLE'S 
MONEY.” 

The following statements were made in a 
communication printed in a recent Trreunsg. 
They are not original with the writer. They 
are the echoes of the declarations made of 
late by many men, and therefore they are 
worth a little special attention. These are the 
assertions : 


For over eighty-one years the George Washington 
dollar was the people's money and was held sacred 
until abolished in flagrant disregard of national 
needs and traditional sanctity—at a time, too, 
beyond all others when the country was crippled 
by the scarcity of gold. History furnishes few 
parallels for such government imbecility and un- 
mitigated wrong. 

The annullment of the silver dollar was con- 
ceived in siu for the purpose of despoiling the 
masses, and was brought forth in iniquity to fill 
the coffers of an already bloated plutocracy. The 
people had not discussed the question, had not 
asked that it be discussed, but awoké to find that 
while they were asleep or were engaged in earning 
their daily bread by the sweat of their faces their 
means of meeting their obligations were greatly 
curtailed by reason of one-half of the medium of 
exchange having been stricken from existence; 
that their debts were thereby vastly increased. 


The silver dollar was the people's money,“ 
and its demonetization in 1873 struck from 
existence one-half the medium of exchange,” 
says the aforesaid correspondent. 

Let us see about the truth of that assertion. 
Thetotal coinage of gold from 1792 down to and 
including 1873 in the United States mints was 
$816,905,880, over four-fifths of a billion. The 
total coinage of silver of all sorts during the 
same period was $145,141,899. Therefore there 
was only about one-sixth as much silver coined 
as there was gold coined. If the silver was the 
money which the people hankered after the 
fact remained unknown to the officers of the 
mint. 

Of this total of 145,141,899 coined in this 
country in 81 years only $8,045,088 was 
„George Washington dollars.“ The remain- 
ing $137,096,861 consisted ot subsidiary haives, 
quarters, dimes and half-dimes, and 3-cent 
pieces, being legal tenders only for small 
amounts. It appears, therefore, that of the 
total “silver money of the people only one- 
eighteenth was in legal-tender dollars. The 
subsidiary coins only contained about 90 per 
cent as much metal as the standard dollar. 

With the Treasury vaults now filled with 
silver dollars no one wants to handle them. 
The people do the mass of their small trading 
with halves, quarters, and dimes, two halves 
or four quarters being only worth 90 cents in 
silver, The mint records thus show that in 81 
years only eight millions of George Washing- 
ton silver dollars were coined, while 137 mill- 
ions of fractional silver and over 816 millions 
of gold were coined. 

The law of 1873 which deprived the people 
of “one-half their medium of exchange,” as 
asserted, had no effect on the 5137. 000.000 of 
subsidiary silver. It was a legal tender for 
smail payments scores of years before that law 
passed and was not changed or affected by the 
act of 1873, It is a legal tender in small sums 
now. Therefore, the denounced repealing act 
of 1873 out of a total preceding gold and silver 
coinage of $962,047, 779 demonetized only 
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of it, or réthet so mouths of it es 860 in 
a coined form, which was very little. It is no 
wonder that it took the people several years 
to find out how “ the plutocrats had despoiled 
Instead of. “ one-half the me- 
dium of exchange having been stricken from 
existence they had been deprived, accordmg 
to the official reports of the mint, the accu- 
racy ot which cannot well be questioned, of 
only one-one-hundred and twentieth of it. And 
even less than that, for there were not in exist- 
ence 10,000 standard silver dollars when the 
act of 78 passed—all the rest had been sold 
and melted up long before. 

It is stated also that those who owed money 
in 1873 had their debts increased greatly by 
the demonetization of the silver dollar. How 
were they increased? Would they have been 
paid in silver dollars except for this action of 
Congress? Not at all, for the silver dollar was 
worth then far more than the greenbacks. 
The indebtedness existing in 1873 was paid off 
partly in 1874, partly in 1875 and 1876. Those 
years saw the bulk of it extinguished. The 
payments were made in depreciated green- 
backs, however, and they would have been 
made in greenbacks even if the repealing act 
of 1873 had not been passed. Debtors are not 
going to hunt out coin money worth 100 to 
103 cents on the dollar if they have the legal 
option to tender paper notes worth but 85 to 
88 cents on the dollar, and that was the case 
in those years. Let us hear no more about 
that George Washington dollar of 1792, which 
never circulated in this country, and because 
they would not circulate hardly any of them 
were struck at the mint in all those 81 years 
previous to 1873. | 


THE DUTY OF RAILROADS TO BUILD 
VIADUCTS. 

By the common law, as expounded by the 
Judges of all English-speaking peoples, it is 
the duty of a railroad to make a road or a 
strect crossing as safe as it was before its 
tracks were laid. Nor is there any vagueness 
about the Illinois statute on the subject. It 
provides that all the railway crossings of 
highways and streets in this State shall be 
maintained ty the railroad corporation, 80 
that at all times they shall be safe as to per- 
sons and property. Nor is it left to the rail- 
road to define safety. If it had its way, 
it would call every crossing safe, und 
assert that whoever met his death at 
one, even the men who were killed 
at West Madison street week before iast, 
met death through his own gross neg- 
ligence.“ The crossing should be safe for a child 
or a woman as much as for a cool-headed man. 
And there are different standards of safety. 
That crossing which would be safe on a Cen- 
tral Illinois prairie, where a locomotive can 
be seen for long distances and where few 
trains pass, would be highly unsafe in Chi- 
cago, where a locomotive steals on a street- 
car like a thief in the night, where trains are 
constantly passing, whistles incessantly 
sounding, and the view of approachiny trains 
cut off by houses and cars. 

After declaring that crossings must be made 
safe by the railroads the law goes on to pro- 
vide: 

Whenever any railroad ee shall neg- 
lect to construct and maintain any of its cross- 
ings and approaches it shall be the duty of the 
proper public authorities having the charge of 
such highways or streets to notify in writing the 
nearest agent of such railroad corporation of the 
condition of such crossing or approaches, and di- 
rect the same to be constructed, altered, or re- 
paired in such manner as they shall déem neces- 
sary for the safety of persons and property. 

If any railroad corporation of this State shall, 
after having been notified, neglect or refuse to 
construct, alter, or repair such crossing or ap- 
proaches then such public authorities shall forth- 
with cause such construction, alteration, or re- 
pairs to be made. Said railroad corporation 
shall be holden for all necessary expenses in- 
curred in making such construction, alteration, 
or repairs. 

The duty of making crossings safe having 
been imposed on the railroads a municipality 
cannot legally take it upon itself. It cannot 
saddle on the taxpayers an expense which 
should fall upon a road. The Constitution 
provides that: 

No county, city, town, township, or other mu- 
nieipality shall ever become subscriber to the 
capital stock of any railroad or private corpora- 
tion, or make donation to, or loan its credit in aid 
of such corporation. 

When the city builds a viaduct across the 
tracks of any road it makes a donation to that 
road and does what the Constitution forbids 
its doing. A tax for such a purpose 1s an un- 
lawful tax. With the decisions as clear as 
they are and the statutes as precise the admin- 
istration should not delay a moment in forc- 
ing the older roads to perform an imperative 
duty too long neglected by them and to make 
safe the crossings where they commit murders 
daily. 


WANTS TO MAKE HIS OWN MONEY. 

In his oration at the Cooper Institute in 
New York recently Senator Peffefof Kansas 
told what is proposed to be done when he and 
his Alliance party get into power. He said: 
The first thing we all need is more money. 
The next thing is cheaper money. We want 
an abundance of it. We wantitat lewer rates 
of interest.than we are now paying. We want 
it at such rates of interest as we can afford to 
pay. Then he said: We propose to pay 
our debts, but we cannot afford to pay a 10 
per cent debt out ofa2per cent business. 
We mean to make our own nfoney, and plenty 
of it. 

That cry for more money is nearly as old as 
the hills. It is legitimate enough when people 
want the “more money in exchange for 
some useful labor to be performed in the 
present or the saved-up results of such labor 
in the past. Otherwise it is a prolific root of 
evil. It led Achan to steal the wedge of gold 
and shekels of silver, which he hid in his tent, 
and Judas to betray his Master. It was the 
great incentive to the piracies which preyed 
upon commerce in earlier ages and cast its 
owners or guardians into the ocean as food 
for the fishes. It is that want of money 
which excuses to himself the highwayman 
who calls on his victim to stand and de- 
liver“ in this generation, the burglar who 
enters the homes of other people at midnight, 
and the counterfeiter who tries to turn an 
honest dollar“ by making money for himself 
without the aid of the mint or the duly author- 
ized printing press. It is the very motive 
that has underlain the infamous slave trade in 
all ages and in every clime where it has been 
practiced. It animates the breasts of the 
more genteel robbers of our own day who 
bleed the people by trusts and other wicked 
combinations. In short, it is the unholy spur 
that has causea the breaking of every one of 
the ten commandments, except the seventh, 
by untold millions of men, and is now held 
up by Alliance orators such as Peffer, a stand- 
ard of revolt from the principles and practice 
of an honest government, which requires the 
due performance of a contract, whether the 
terms of that obligation be to pay in work, in 
goods, or in cash. 

The pirate, the highwayman, andthe burglar 
had or have more sense than the fools who 
swallow the Peffer doctrine that money can be 
made without somebody working for it. 
Those of past ages knew, and those of the 
present day know, that property, either in 
goods or in money that will bay them can 
ouly be accumulated as a result of toil. 
Their tactics have always been to wait till 
such accumulation had been made and then 
lay violent hands on it. The slave dealer has 
dought and sold prospective labor, and the 
work of the counterfeiter passes current only 
so long as the people who take it believe it to 
be an honest equivalent of the toil required 
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to predube a nained number of dol- 
lars in money or dollars’ worth of prop- 
erty. It is true, the crazy notion 
that money which is worth hoard- 
ing or trying to spend honestly can be 
made in some other way has been entertained 
a few times in the past, but it was a proved 
flat failure every time,as it would be in this 
instance if Alliance policies as expounded by 
Peffer should prevail. The people who are 
forced by law” or otherwise to take the 
stuff in payment of accrued indebtedness or 
exchange for goods are just as truly robbed as 
if forced to shell out in front of the highway- 
man’s pistol. Money that is worth the name 
may be earned or borrowed, donated or 
stolen, but it cannot be “made” in the way 
proposed any more than the dream of a good 
dinner can be utilized to fill an empty stom- 
ach. The Alliance people of the Peffer 
stripe had ‘far better resolve on out and out 
robbery of all those whom they call 
** capitalists ’’ than to seek to steal under the 
cloak of a profession that we do not propose 
to take any other man’s property. We shall 
not destroy the money of the rich. We shall 
not touch a dollar of it.“ That is the way Pef- 
fer talked to the folks who listened to him at 
the Cooper Institute a few days ago, and in so 
talking he proclaimed himself to be either an 
atrocious knave ora colossal ass. He may 
aecept whichever horn of the dilemma he 
chooses. 


A TEMPORARY POSTOFFICE. 

A year ago considerable was said about the 
government hiring the Leiter Building for 
postoffice and other uses. That talk is now 
renewed, and it would be a good thing if such 
an arrangement could be made. In view of 
the fact that the Government Building is get- 
ting to be dangerous for men to work in and 
is insufficient for the purposes for which it 
was supposed to be designed, and will have to 
be pulled down and rebuilt soon, it is fortu- 
nate that there is a large structure in the 
heart of the city which can accommodate the 
postoffice during the time needed to rebuild. 

After the government officers have moved 
out the dilapidated edifice should be torn 
down and replaced by one built on business 
principles. There is no necessity for a fort, a 
Greek temple, a gothic cathedral, or a medie- 
val palace. What is needed is a tirst-class 
office building for men to work in. Instead 
of going to Greece or Italy for a model the 
“Rookery or the Masonic Temple should be 
imitated, What is needed is a steel and brick 
structure, ten stories high, without any archi- 
tectural frills or superfluities, but with an 
abundance of light and air and room. . The 
style to be copied should not be that of Palla- 
dio or Wren, but of the late Architect Root. 

The public buildings of this city are monu- 
ments of bad taste, poor light, and extrava- 
gance. The City Hall and the County Build- 
ing are the ugliest architectural Siamese twins 
in the United States. A stranger might take 
them for penitentiaries. He never would 
dream that they were meant for county and 
city officials to work in. The County Build- 
ing is so amazingly ugly that it is impossible 
to understand what the County Commission- 
ers meant when they refused to let the Re- 
corder close up one of the entrances and use 
the fifty-foot wide vestibule passage-way 
as a vault for record books, because it would 
spoil the looks“ of the structure, as one of 
the wiseacres owlishly said. Its looks can no 
more be spoilt than Satan can be made more 
satanic. The best thing to do would be to 
strip off all the pillars and porches and fancy 
work and let in more daylight so that there 
will be a smaller electric light bill to pay. 
When, Congress provides for a new postoffice 
in Chicago it ought todeclare in the law 
that the money is to be spent for an 
American office building and not for a Middle 
Age fortress, with thick walls and narrow 
loopholes of windows, or a Greek temple to 
Jupiter and his satellite gods and goddesses. 
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SUBSCRIBE. 

The effort to obtain additional subscriptions 
to the World’s Fair fund is progressing rather 
slowly. Several citizens have put down their 
names within the last few days for very mod- 
erate sums, and some who could well afford 
to do so have not responded affirmatively to 
the invitation. The steamship companies are 
thus far taking the lead, the sum total of their 
subscriptions bidding fair to be a handsome 
one, and it is thought the live-stock men at 
the Stock-Yards will also roll up a fair-sized 
contribution from that interest before the list 
isclosed. Members of the Board of Trade 
and lumbermen have done little as yet 
in proportion to what might have 
been expected of them. The greatest 
reticence is observed among the repre- 
sentatives of companies having their 
headquarters in New York, and the responses 
received from some of them might warrant 
the inference that they have been instructed 
not to assist the fund, even personally. There 
has been so much of this as toindicate that 
a good many men on Manhattan Island have 
tacitly arrived at the understanding that they 
not only will do nothing to help the Fair 
along, but will use their influence against it. 
This sort of feeling is particularly ungraceful 
on the part of some whose principal revenue 
is obtained from Chicago business. The can- 
vass brings out one point that is really sur- 
prising. A good many citizens reply in 
effect that it is the first time they have been 
asked to subscribe, and they were not pre- 
viously aware that subscriptions were desired 
from them. If there be any others in this 
condition of blissful ignorance they may be 
informed that a considerable further amplifi- 
cation of the fund is highly desirable, and 
that the directors will be happy to see their 
names added to the list, for as many-shares at 
ten dollars each as they may feel willing to 
invest in the undertaking. 


HOW TO UTILIZE WASTE SPACE. 

From the statement of County Controller 
Healy, published in yesterday’s Trrsunsg, it 
appears that there is now in the County Treas- 
ury available for building purposes the sum 
of $90,000. A portion of this amount ought to 
be immediately utilized in providing the Re- 
corder with additional vault and desk room, 
which is greatly needed. The area above the 
Clark street entrance to the County Building is 
now used as a lumber and refuse depusit. By 
a modest expenditure it can be made a mag- 
nificent vault room for the property records 
of the county. It is 50 feet by 50 feet and 20 
feet high. The public will not be incon- 
venienced in the least by the use of the 
space in the manner suggested. The objec- 
tions of Gen. Lieb and Architect Wegeman 
that the cutting away of the steps and the clos- 
ing of the entrance to the first floor from 
Clark street would mar the architectural 
appearance of the building are untenable. 
Any change made in the architectural mon- 
strosity could hardly fail to be an improve- 
ment. But aside from that the idea is to 
utilize all available space. The removal of the 
steps will give much needed additional width 
to the sidewalk at that point. The County 
Commissioners should act promptly in this 
matter. The plan is to run an entrance into 
the basement to the foot of the elevators there 
and save the public the effort of climbing a 
long flight of front steps, and then utilizing 
the large vestibule waste space above this tun- 
nel entrance for additional vauit room for the 
Recorder’s books, which is greatly needed. 

The sugyested additional stories to the Court- 
House may be left to the consideration and 
execution of a future board. Capt. Stephens’ 
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made the abstract department of his office a 
source of revenue to the county. If he is given 
the additional space the earnings of his office 
will soon pay for the alterations necessary to 
give it. 


THE GERMAN EMPEROR’S GUILDHALL 
SPEECH. 

The German Emperor, like his father and 
grandfather, is not a man of many words. 
His speeches are usually short and to the 
point, and these are the characteristica of the 
Guildhall address in reply to the presentation 
of the freedom of London. It was brief, mod- 
erate, and temperate in its tone, and its key- 
note was peace. Upon this point he said: 


My aim is, above all, the maintenance of peace; 
for peace alone can give the confidence necessary 
to healthy development of science, art, and trade. 
Only so long as peace reigns are we at liberty to 
bestow earnest thoughts upon the great problems 
the solution of which, in fairness and equity, I 
consider the most prominent duty of our time. 
You may therefore rest assured that I shall con- 
tinue to do my best to maintain and to constantly 
increase the good relations existing between Ger- 
many and other nations. I shall always be found 
ready to unite with you and with them in the 
common labor for peaceful progress, friendly in- 
tercourse, and the advancement of civilization. 


Taken in conjunction with the expression of 
these sentiments it is significant that there 
bave been frequent interviews between the 
British Premier and the German Emperor’s 
Secretary of Foreign Affairs during the week, 
which prepared the way for a formal con- 
ference of the Emperor, the Premier, and the 
British and German Ambassadors yesterday. 
It may be taken for granted that at an inter- 
view of this kind the dignitaries did not con- 
fer about pictures and. bric-a-brac or recep 
tions, dinners, and etiquette, but that serious 
matters touching the scope of Dreibunds 
and probably Vierbunds formed the staple 
of conversation. There are indeed many in- 
dications that this royal progress from Berlin 
to London is not a mere pleasure outing in- 
spired by the desire to see the great metrop- 
olis, review troops, enjoy: good dinners, and 
make a magnificent splurge, but was con- 
ceived and carried ‘out to secure the 
support of England in case of assault upon 
the Triple Alliance by external foes. If he 
secures this support—for interest is strong and 
“blood is thicker than water,” and ancient 
friendships and comradeship on the battlefield 
are hard to break—he will go back home in a 
jubilant frame of mind and the German peo- 
ple will share his pleasure. If he fails to se- 
cure it he will go home in a melancholy 
mood, notwithstanding the cordial and brill- 
iant character of his public receptions. If he 

British support Germany, Austria, and 
Italy may well rejoice, for it means to them 
the accession to the resources of the Drei- 
bund of the most powerful fleet in the world, 
and the longest purse in the world to draw 
upon for the sinews of war—a aesideratum in 
the case of Italy and Austria of the highest 
importance, as one is virtually bankrupt while 
the other has not money enough to put half 
the troops it can raise into the field and keep 
them. 

Such a compact between the Dreibund and 
England will undoubtedly be a guaranty of 
peace in Europe. Of course it would be much 
better and more conducive to the interests of 
permanent peace if the various powers would 
get together and agree to disband their armies 
and behave themselves, but this is not practi- 
cable. One of the parties to such a compact, 
the Czar of Ryssia, is not to be relied upon. 
He is an Oriental potentate entirely out of 
touch or sympathy with European methods. 
Another of the parties, France, is not gov- 
erned by one man like Germany, but is a re- 
public subject to popular prejudices and up- 
risings. It is likely, therefore, that they will 
have to hold the wolf by the ears because they 
are afraid to let goof the animal. If, how- 
ever, the Emperor William perfected his ar- 
rangements with Lord Salisbury yesterday 
there is no danger to be apprehended so long 
at least as the understanding lasts. _

Parnell was much more subservient to the 
Catholic clerics than the Healyites are ever 
likely to be. That there is no fear among 
the Protestaat Home-Rulers of Roman dicta- 
tion of the Healy following is proved by 
the fact that all the leading Protestant 
members of the old Irish party have declared 
against Parnell and have allied themselves 
with the Healy following. Of these are Mr. 
Thomas Dickson, a leader amongthe Ulster 
Presbyterians; Mr. Pinkerton, an Ulster 
Unitarian; Mr. Vesey Knox, Biggar’s succes- 
sor as member forCavan; Mr. Swift McNeille, 
a Trinity College professor, who is member 
of Parliament for one of the Donegal divis- 
ions; Mr. Alfred Webb, a Dublin Quaker, 
Dr. Tanner, and one or two others. The 
Pall Mall Gazette gauges the situation rightly 
when it says that the interests of the Irish 
peasantry and of the priests, mostly the sons 
of peasants, are identical. Mr. Parnell’s fol- 
lowing is now confined to the rowdy element 
of the towns and to the secret society or hill- 
side men.

An outrageous species of extortion is prac- 
ticed on teachers in many of the country districts 
in Kentucky. It is notorious that their salaries 
are ridiculously small, but this has not deterred 
trustees from compelling them to contribute a 
part of their meager income to keeping the school- 
houses in repair. The 1 of teachers 
in some districts has en contingent on the 
maximum amount that they would give for this 
purpose. Candidates would be invited to bid 
against one another, and the one that offered the 
largest sum obtained the school. 

The strong speech of the Rev. Dr. Palmer 
of New Orleans at the recent anti-lottery meeting 
in that city has infuriated his antagonists to a re- 
markable degree. Out of revenge they have dug 
up the curious fact that, in 1822, his church, the 
First Presbyterian, obtained a lottery charter 
from the State Legislature. While they tell him 
that if it is sinful now to conduct a lottery it was 
particularly sinful for a church to do so then, 
they forget that the significance of their discovery 
lies in its indication of the tremendous improve- 
ment in public opinion that has taken place since 
1822. No church, even in New Orleans, could apply 
for a lottery charter today and survive the indis- 
nation that would visit it. 

A new but dangerous manifestation of the 
genius of the Chinaman for effecting economies 
has just been discovered in San Francisco. On 
the tops of many of the buildings in the quarter 
occupied by the Celestials wooden kitchens have 
been constructed. They are made of rough 
boards and the r in them extend scarcely 
above the slab roofs. Here all kinds of culinary 
and laundry operations are carried on with a 
reckless disregard of the constant danger from 
fire. The space between the buildings on narrow 
alleys has been utilized in the same way. On the 
timbers reaching from one side to the other these 
ramshackle kitchens have been constructed, some 
of them three stories high. Fires are blazing in 
them constantly. 

The question of pure water is becoming im- 
portant in Philadelphia. The city receives its 
supply now from the Schuylkill, which is practi- 
cally asewer. It is the drain,“ says the Manu- 
facturer, for a valley thickly studded with cities 
and towns every one of which precipitates its 
filth and refuse into the stream. The coal re- 
gions dose it with sulphuric acid. and the towns 
debouch their sewers into it. The sewage of Nor- 
ristown and Conshohocken contaminates the water 
pumped from the Flat Rock pool. If the water be 
taken from the pool above Norristown it will still 
contain the sewage projected into it from Pha@nix- 
ville, Pottstown, Reading, and the smaller places 
like Royes Ford aud Spring City.“ The proposi- 
tion has been made that the water supply be 
drawn from the pine barrens of Southern New 
Jersey.

This plan 1s regarded more favorably 
than the other, as gravity could be depended on 
to take the water to the city.

LEASED AT $15,000 PER ANNUM.

A Transaction in Which the Original Les- 
see Clears $70,000 in Three Months. 

William McNaughton and George F. Mont- 
gomery have leased the Stewart-Bently prop- 
erty at Nos. 112 and 114 Dearborn street for 
William D. Boyce to a syndicate of Michigan 
capitalists at an annual rental of $15,000. This 
lease, which is practically an assignment or 
sale of the leasehold secured by Mr. Boyce in 
April from Cyrus Bentley, Jr., of this city, and 
Julia Sherman of Buffalo. The terms of the 
original lease provide for an annual rental of 
$11,000 for five years. and $11,500 for the re- 
maining ninety-four years. This, on the basis 
of a five per cent investment, placed a valua- 
tion of $230,000 on the land. The present 
lease by the same basis of computation deter- 
mines a capitalized valuation of $300,000. Mr. 
Boyce thus realized a profit of $3,500 a year 
after the first five years, and $4,000 a year 
during that time. His capitalized profit 
amounts to the difference in the two vaiua- 

ions placed upon the land, or $70,000. 

The land has a frontage of a trifle over forty 
feet by a depth of 100 feet. An alley extends 
along the side and around the rear. The front- 
foot valuation may be given as $7,500, with $75 
as a square-foot valuation. 

The history of this property is interesting 
and furnishes a striking illustration of how 
Chicago property in general, and Dearborn 
street frontage in particular, has advanced in 
value. The north twenty feet and four inches 
of the ground in question was purchased in 
1849 by Wiluam N. Bently, grandfather 
of Cyrus Bently Jr., 
ent owner, for ' 
twenty feet and four inches was bought in 
November, 1853, by Benjamin F. Sherman, 
father of Julia Sherman, who now holds title 
to it, for $3,000. In 1867 Mr. Sherman sold the 
same property to James M. Stewart, includ- 
ing the building then on it, which was thé 
same style of structure that is now there, for 
$40,000. Mr. Stewart mortgaged it back to 
Mr. Sherman to secure $25,000 purchase 
money and, being unable to meet the mort- 
gage when due, it was foreclosed, and in 1879 
the Master in Chancery deeded it back to Mr. 
Sherman, the consideration, inclusive of 
accumulated interest and taxes, being $30,500. 
On the death of her father, in 1884, Julia 
Sherman became owner of the property. 

The new lessees are under bond of $50,000 
to construct a modern twelve-story office- 
building on the property. The destruction of 
the present building will be commenced next 
May. when all the leases of the tenants will 
have expired. One tenant of the old building, 
which cost about $35,000 when erected, has 
been there for the last thirty years. The gross 
yearly return from the building amounts to 
$9,750. The intention of the Michigan syndi- 
cate is to erect a block, superior if possible, 
to any of the handsome structures now on 
Dearborn street. The money is all in hand to 
put this improvement forwaid, and only the 
difficulty of a possession before next May 
prevents active operations being at once com- 
menced. A party-wall agreement has been 
made with the University club people, whose 
buildimg adjoins on the south. As this build- 
ing is only six stories high, and will doubtless 
remain so for many years to come, the new 
block will have light on four sides above the 
sixth floor. Henry Ives Cobb will make the 
plans and specifications for this new steel, 
stone and brick building, and work upon it 
will be commencd at once. 

From the circumstances surrounding the 
lease and the interests and the arount of 
property involved it will undoubtedly be one 
of the most important and interesting trans- 
actions of the year. 


ADVANCES MADE IN THIRTY YEARS. 


Revelations as to the Growth of Chicago 
from an Old Time Map. 

Such rapid advances have been made in 
population, realty values, and building opera- 
tions in the City of Chicago that investors do 
not realize the transformation from a thrifty 
village of thirty years ago to the rank of sec- 
ond city in the United States. In 1855 a com- 
plete bird’s-eye view of Chicago was published, 
vee tne city as appearing from the lake- 

ront. 

This map was mounted on canvas seven 
feet long a four feet wide. It is supposed 
that.there are not more than a half-dozen 
copies in existence. T'wo of these are owned 
by the Rand-McNally company. One of these 
was picked up by James McNally at Wau- 
kegan. It is in a fair state of preservation, 
and aside from its value as indicating the 
— of Chicago is an object of interest in 
itself. 

At the time it was made the limits of Chi- 
cago were Twenty-second street, Western ave- 
nue, and North avenue. The map shows all 
buildings between Twelfth street on the south 
and Division street on the north as far west as 
Union Park. ‘There are probably 100 brick 
buildings shown in all. The majority of the 
business blocks were of frame construction 
and the residence portion was filled with one 
and two story frame houses. Union Park and 
the site of Lincoln Park were entirely out of 
the city and the country southwest of the cor- 
ner of Twelfth and Halsted streets is repre- 
sented as a wilderness, - The choice residence 
portion of the city extended from Washington 
street south along lake shore. 
The present business center of the 
city is shown to be lined with trees and built 
up with residences. A brick building stood 
> the Field Block now stands, and only one 
of the four corners at the intersection of State 
and Madison streets was improved in brick. 
One of the four city water-tanks occupied the 
center of the block built up with the Rookery, 
and the great office-building corners in the 
‘vicinity were vacant or occupied by frame 
‘shanties. A building known as the Circus 
occupied the site of the Rand-MeNally Block. 

The Postoffice was located at the northwest 
cornerof Dearborn and Monroestreets. A 
church stood at the corner now occupied by 
the Cham ber of Commerce Building. The cor- 
ner of Michigan avenue and Congress street 
was occupied then as at present with one of 
the finest buildings in the city. Where the Au- 
ditorium now stands a four-story marble-front 
residence block known as Terrace row was 
built. The public acknowledged its opinion 
of the owner’s temerity in erecting such a 
building by calling it crazy row.“ The de- 
cidedly rural appearance of the North Side is 
seen from the map, and the origin of the 
name Garden City is easily explained. Houses 
are built in the centers of entire blocks, and 
the appearance it presents is that of an old 
country village. A public market stood on 
the property now occupied by the County 
Building. The Ogden homestead 
shown in the middle of a 
surrounded by trees, while the

just east. Clark street was then known as 
Wolcott street north of the river and Blue 
Island avenue was called Hoosier avenue. 
The Illinois Central railroad on a trestle-work 
forms a foreground to the view and shows the 
depot, which was then considered one of the 
finest in the world. The view of the city as it 
appeared in 1855, without a street-car line and 
practically without brick buildings, appeals 
with the greatest force to any one who is 
skeptical in regard to the future of Chicago.

AMONG ARCHITLCTS AND BUILDERS. 


A Permit Issued for the Construction of a 
$300,000 Library Building. 

A building permit has been issued for the 
erection of the Newberry Library Building. 
The building will have a frontage of 300 feet 
on Walton place, and its estimated cost is 
$300,000. The drawings, which have been pre- 
pared by Henry Ives Cobb, show a massive 
structure in the Romanesque order of archi- 
tecture. In the main entrance on Walton 
place are three large and elaborately carved 
dvorways. The third story will be encircled 
with a row of panels bearing the names of 
famous men, 

The principal contracts for the German 
Opera House have been let as follows: Probst 
Construction company, mason work and fre- 
proofing, for $95,000; Binder & Seifert, iron 
work, for $122,900; Northwestern Terra Cotta 
works, terra cotta, for $74,188,

The Northwestern company first tried to 


evade the section commanding roads to main- 


tain proper crossings by arguing that it was 


passed after the incorporation in 1836 of the 


Galena and Chicago Union, from whom the 
Northwestern obtained ssession and by 
whom the tracks were laid. Judge Adams 
disposes of this question by quoting a decision 
in an Illinois Central case. The Supreme 
Court, there, he said, placed the company’s 
obligation on the broad ground that the re- 
quirement was a police regulation and as such 
binding on all railroad corporations irrespect- 
ive of the dates of their charters. 

The statutory requirement being such the 
court asksif the companies are entitled to 
the compensation for fulfilling ite condition. 
I am of the opinion they are not, says the 
Judge. Railroad corporations, like individu- 
als, must so use their own property as not to 
injure other persons or property. If gates 
and a watcliman are necessary at the crossings 
of a public highway in order to prevent in- 
jury, it is as much the legal duty of the cor- 
poration to provide therh as if that duty were 
expressly enjoined by the statute. 

Jam of the opinion that no compensa- 
tion should be allowed for anything contained 
in the bill of items. These things bei 
eliminated, what remains? One witness testi- 
fied that the crossing would make a new 
danger point—that it would increase the risk 
of accidents which might entail liability on 
the company for damages. It is well settled 
that the increased risk of accidents caused by 
such a crossing is not a proper element of 
compensat on. Outside the matters stated in 
the bill of items there is no evidence of loss 
or damage to the companies which will be oc- 
casioned by the public use, subject to railway 
uses, of the land specified in the Taylor street 
extension which wiil justify a finding of sub- 
stantial compensation. 

There has been no proof whatever that the 
tangible property taken of the companies will 
be decreased in value to any apreciable extent 
by the extension of the street as proposed. 
Railroad corporations, as is said in some re- 
ported cases, cross, without compensation to 
the State or municipalities, highways and public 


streets which intersect the lines of their routes, 
and to the common mind it seems hardly 
equitable that when a municipality for the 


public convenience extends a street across a 
railroad right of way it should be compelled 


to pay damages. 


Whether it is good policy onshe part of a 
railroad corporation to make such a claim 


even when legally allowable, is not within the 


province of the court to decide, but it is emi- 


nently proper and important to be considered 


by the boards of such corporations. 
The finding of the court is such that the 
just compensation to be paid to the respond-

HOW CONTRACTORS PAVE STREETS. 


Views of an Experienced Authority on a 
Question ef Interest to Property-Owners. 
July Brickmaker: The word detritus is de- 

rived from detero, to wear. It is well 
known that in all street paving and 
road making every grade of mate- 
rial except brick and asphalt produces 
those poisonous effects which are intimately 
associated with detritus conditions. As granite 
blocks are made it is the rule rather than the 
exception that they are not dressed finely 
enough to permit the close condition requisite 
for the prevention of wearing. ie 

Again, the cupidity of the paver causes him 
to lay the blocks as far apart as possible, for 
self-evident reasons; in this he 1s encouraged 
by the stone merchant, because his work is 
measured as laid, and payments are never 
made by the piece néethod. All street rail- 
ways pay an excess of nearly $2,000 per mile 
for granite material when it is deftly ex- 
changed for common gravel or air, which is 
quickly exchangéd for filth. 

On a city street with a 38 foot roadway this 
loss item arrounts to nearly $5,000 per mile of 
street. But this financial loss is far less harm- 
ful than the poisonous conditions which al- 
most immediately prevail in the voids of the 
paving, making as it does a home for city 
dust, till, dried by the sun, it is blown into 
our dwellings, clothing, and lungs. 

We candidly believe that with the hoped- 
for advent of vitrified (brick) paving brick as 
a universal street and road material the street 
sweeper should go. We would wash the streets 
from the hydrants during the first five hours 
of every day, or as often as need be, to keep 
— streets as clean as the proverbial kitchen 

oor, 

A civil engineer of well known ability and 
integrity had charge of the macadamizing of 
one of the loveliest avenues im Hyde Park.

NEW YORK. 

New York, July 11.—The stock market today was a 
fitting end toa most intensely dull and uninterest- 
ing week at the Stock Exchange and the dealings 
were restricted to the smallest limit, while almost 
utterly devoid of feature.

to 824%. The sales were $51,000. Government bonds 
have been dull and firm. State bonds have been 
1 sted. 

The Post says: At the present moment the finan- 
clal markets are generally becalmed. The outlook 
naturally favors the bull side, but the bulls are show- 
ing no disposition to take advantage of the situation 
and there is practically no outside interest.

THE BIBLE USED BY THE LAPLANDERS.

It Was Translated by a Murderer While He 
Was in Prison. 

Home Journal: The Laps have the Bible 
in their own tongue, and few stories are more 
interesting than the account of its translation. 
Over thirty years ago a series of religious riots 
took place in a number of villages in Lapland, 
and among the rioters was one Lars Haetta. 

During the riots several homicides occurred 
and Lars and some other of his companions 
were committed to prison on a charge of mur- 
der. They were found guilty and several were 
hanged, but in -consideration of his youth 
Haetta was condemned to life-long imprison- 
ment. Commiserating his condition his keep- 
ers and prison chaplain extended to him 
such favors as could safely be granted toa 
life-long prisoner, and finding them rewarded 
by good conduct took especial pains to teach 
him to read and write. 

Lars became interested in the Bible, grew 
day by day more fond of reading it, and fin- 
ally formed the bold project of translating it 
into his native tongue. Through many weary 
years the labor went on, for Lars was no great 
scholar, and the Lap language, as may be 
readily supposed, is not a fluent literary 
medium of thought. 

But finally the work was done, the Bible 
transiated and printed in the language of Lap- 
land, and the remainder of Haetta’s sentence 
was commuted. He was living as late as 1870, 
and though an old man was still active and 
often served papties of travelers as a guide.

This prejudice has wn out of losses sustained 
by hasty, ill-advi investments, tak the 
statements of irresponsible speculators as facts 
without giving them the careful investigation 
that would be given to any ordinary business proj- 
ec: submitted for investment. is careless, 
hasty method of investing naturally led to losses, 
as it would in case of equal neglect to give time 
and attention to any other schemes presented 
nearer home. 

A want of knowledge of the business was more 
often the cause of the failure to realize profits 
than the want of merit of the property itself.

COLORED WHEN LOOKING FOR OFFICE. 


Bishop Turner Scores Congo Men and Po- 
litical Negroes Generally. 

Sprinerietp, III., July 11.—[Special.]— 
Bishop Henry M. Turner, the first colored 
minister ever commissioned as chaplain by 
President Lincoln, who is now in this city, 
today said further in regard to his plan for re- 
moving his people to Africa: 

There are 2,000,000 Congo negroes in this 


country—the most inferior type of the ican 
race—who ought to remai rever, and 


it is this inferior type of the negro that is 
keeping the better and nobler specimens of 
the African races in the dust of degradation. 
If the thinking men of my race could see as I 
do they would demand of Congress an appro- 
priation of $500,000,000 to put a line of steam- 
ers between here and Africa which would carry 
the self-reliant negro to the land of his 
fathers. Hundreds are ready to go. If the 
Southern States had good sense they would 
utilize the negro by establishing a steamship 
line between there and Africa and bring Afri- 
can products to New Orleans, Charleston, and 
other seaport towns, If Europe can keep 265 
merchant ships hugging the shores of Africa 
the year round, and if Liverpool alone can 
maintain forty-eight steamships for this pur- 
pose, this Nation ought to keep 500 merchant 
ships plying between here and Africa and be ir- 
ing the wealth of that giant continent into this 
Nation and at the same time help the negro to 
a state of civilization and Christian enlighten- 
ment. 
The majority of the leaders of the race are 
ee opposed to the African scheme. 
Scores of their leaders seldom think of any- 
thing but their own popularity and aggran- 
dizement. Some of our so-called big col- 
ored men haven’t got an idea as big as a pea 
outside of their own pockets and their individ- 
ual elevation. Then there is another class of 
our leaders who are always trying to be whits. 
and as for the government “pap suckers ”’ 
there is not one in a hundred worth his salt 
when it is a question of doing anything for the 
race, ndeed, some of our so-called ‘big 
men’ are 80 oblivious to passing 
events that you never know anything about 
their being colored until they want an office. 
As to the colored Bishops their general advice 
is: Wait; wait; wait; and trust in God, 
Wait and times will be better.’ I believe in 
waiting on God, but not that kind of waiting. 
“The bill of Senator M. C. Butler of South 
Carolina appropriating $5,000,000 to aid any 
colored: persons desiring to leave the United 
States and settle in any other part of the 
world to do so is still pending in Congress. I 
wish he would amend the bill by inserting 
$500,000,000 instead of $5,000,000, and press 
the bill for all it is worth. Indeed I think he 
will do so. Should he pres the bill through 
tong stamp him as the greatest statesman of 
ay.’

the city, by the way, has a peculiar appropri- 
ateness to the Seville . It is a device 
called El Nodo, given to the city for its fidel- 
ity to him by Alonzo el Sabio. The meaning 
is: It did not desert me.” Many of these beg- 
gars are arrant frauds. A littie girl, appar- 
antly frightfully crippled, got all the small 
cgin of our party one day with her pleading 
eyes and hobbling crutches, and when she 
thought us out of sight she tucked the crutches 
under her arms and scampered briskly down 
street. 
On the walls we saw posters in glaring 
reen and red letters, which announced for 
orpus Christi a great festa, a religious pro- 
cession to the cathedral with three bands of 
music, followed in the afternoon by a grand 
bull fight, with twelve fierce bulls and three 
famous matadors, and closing at night witha 
masquerade and an illumination of the Alca. 
zar gardens. Something to please every 
taste, surely! And wandering about in some 
of the side streets, in evidence of other amuse- 
ments cherished by the Spaniard, may be seen 
any day fighting cocks with their bodies half 
plucked of feathers and the remaining plu- 
mage trimmed and trained in most fantastic 
fashion. But the poor, half-naked fowls carry 
themselves with as proud an air as the mata- 
ors. , 
Street musicians are numerous in Seville. I 
shall never forget a voice I heard one day 
ä while looki at some 
old knives in a shop- 
window a clear, sweet, 
2 voice which

with a high, full note,

It was one of the wild, 
passionate folk-songs 
of Andalucia, and when 
I came upon the singer 
FIGHTING cocks. I found an awkward 
country youth, in uncouth dress, leaning 
against a wall and singing marvelously and 
apparently without the least effort, while an 
older Companion tinkled a guitar accompani- 
ment. In a few moments a crowd closed 
about them and coins rained into the cap. 
Who knows but this boy, wandering in from 
the hills, may be the Gayarre of the future? 
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At first it is easy to lose one’s way in. these 
twisting, narrow streets. Most of the houses 
greatly resemble each other and present to- 
ward the street an expanse of interminable 
whitewashed walls. One night I ventured to 
try what I supposed to be a short cut going 
home. After wandering about for some time 
I appealed to a passer-by for direction. He 
was a gentlemanly young native and spoke a 
little French. When I made known my dilem- 
ma the polite fellow not only told me the way 
but walked with me to the door, where he 
shook my hand as cordially and bade me 
‘* Buenas noches ae as earnestly as if we had 
known each other for years. : 

The typical residence of Seville is built in 
the Moorish fashion, around an open court, 
called the patio, domestic center of a 
Spanish home, which is separated from 
the street by a vestibule and an openwork 
iron gate. The vestibule doors, massive, iron- 
studded affairs, are seldom closed except late 
at night and passers in the street are orded 
glimpses of the taste and culture of the 
various households. Some of the patios are 
very beautiful and inviting places, with 
flowers, tropical plants, statues, pictures, 
marble floors, and surrounding colonnades.

er, so seldom anything but serene that the

The sending of a registered letter is an 
arduous undertaking in Spain. In the first 
place, stamps cannot be bought at the post- 
office, but are soid at the cigar shops, where 
are also loca in Seville, the branch mailing 
places, from which letters dropped in them 
may or may not proceed according to laws 
not yet made manifest. Ha taken my 
letter to the postoffice, I was sent for stamps 
to a neighboring.tobacconist’s establishment, 
where a bright boy put the letter in one scale 
and poured copper coin in the other until the 
two balanced. The coin was then counted 
and I paid the amount for stam 
pasted on, I returned to the postoffice, to be 
sent back again to the shop to get my letter 
sealed with wax. Again to the postoffice, 
where the punctilious official discovered some 
loose edges and sent me back for more wax 
seals. When I secured these and sought for the 
fourth time the registry department I found 
the window shut and the august gentleman in 
charge gone to his miidday siesta. At inter- 
vals during the remainder of the day I carried 
that letter in vain to the offlee, and not until 
5 o’clock in the afternoon was the registry 
clerk pleased to be awake and so condescend- 
— to take my package, and, after solemn 
deliberation, give me a receipt therefor. 

Of course, we went to the Café Burerro to 

see the Flamencos—the Spanish dances in 
their native lair, It was by no means an ex- 
clusive resort. Men withtheir hats on and 
some of them with their coats off crowded the 
ground floor, drinking and filling the air with 
cigarette smoke. Rude boxes ranged around 
a gallery were sparsely occupied by foreigners 
and others who preferred to take the occasion 
more mildly. On a sort of stage sat a dozen 
Spanish girls of various ages, a few coatless 
men, three guitar-players, and a fat man who 
furnished most of the frenzy andsang and 
beat the floor with a heavy cane during the 
climax of the dance. 
The women on the stage seemed to be en- 
joying an informal social occasion among 
themselves and were on terms of great famil- 
iarity with the audience in the lower part of 
the house, borrowing hats from caballeros 
near the stage and chatting across the foot- 
— with breezy freedom. 

‘rom time to time, apparently moved only 
by caprice, one of them arose and ambled 
about the stage for a few moments like an in- 
ebriated turkey.

The image itself was about ten feet 
tall; it wore a gilded crown, silken robes, 
jeweled and tinse and a blue velvet man- 
tle, heavy with gold embroidery, streamed 
down yards long in the back.

A flowing aureole of gilt surrounded the en- 
tire figure, and the platform also sustained 
four clusters of gleaming lamps, four groups 
of cherubs in velvet ca and plumed hats, 
and a mass of flowers. full military band 
closed the procession. 

I saw it first in St. Francis’ Square and 
tried to get atsketch of the image as it 
passed, but as I took off my hat like the other 
men in the crowd I could only sketch it after 
it had gone by. I ran through a side street 
and got a good place on the cathedral plat- 
form to see the parade again. The place was 
packed with a dense throng and little boys 
climbed up the old Roman pillars and sat on 
the top of them.

IT WAS NO CREDIT TO THE MEN WHO 
WAGED IT. 


An Opinion by Survivor Green, Who Is Liv- 
ing in Chicago—He Is Ashamed of It, 
and Tells Why He Is Against Any Re- 
union of the Survivors—The Old Story 
of Stillman’s Run Revarnished.

There was no reunion,”’ Mr. Green replied. 
And I do not think there will be any. There 
are but few of us left, and wt are too small 
numerically to be worth anything to any of 
the political parties, consequently we wouldn’t 
get any pensions, and that is one of the ob- 
jects of old soldiers’ reunions. 

Another thing. I do not think there is a 
survivor of the Black Hawk war who doesn’t 
feel ashamed that he was in it. I know I feel 
that way. The conduct of the troops and ev- 
erybody else in that campaign—I mean whites 
—was not much less than disgraceful. So far 
as any organization for the purpose of going 
over any stories of our exploits ia that war is 
concerned—why, bless you, sir, there were 
none.“ 

It is not the purpose of this erele to re- 
hash the campaign above named. It is taken 
for granted that most people in the North- 
west, at Jeast, are somewhat familiar with 
what is called the Black Hawk war. Those 
who are not posted about that * uprising ” 
will not have it set down against them when 
they report for duty at the wind up of terres- 
trial affairs. . 

Mr. Green enlisted in Galena in 1832. He 
was in Capt. Stevenson’s calvary company, 
but before much occurred in the way of en- 
gagements Stevenson resigned and was ap- 
pointed to an office. 

Origin of the Alleged War, 

The cause of the whole trouble, as stated in 
the opening of this article, was an Indian, his 
daughter, a Frenchman, etc. 

There was adance one night in what was 
known as the Cavier settlement, about where 
the town of Louisiana, Mo., is now standing 
still. There is a difference between the state- 
ment where a town is still standing and 
the other, now standing still. There was a 
dance one night in the year 1804 at this settle- 
ment. The head man of the Indians became 
stupified early in the hilarity and fell asleep 
in one corner of the ball-room. A Frenchman, 
who had imbibed frequently, became unduly fa- 
miliar with his dusky partner, and she reported 
the matter to her father, who been a 
out of the corner to hear his daughter’s tale of 
woe. The Frenchman was put out 
house. Probably thrown out would more 
correctly state the case. He returned and the 
father of the dusky dancer met him at the 
door with an ax ed him. The news 
spread and the government was appealed to. 

o cut the story down—the Indian was ar- 
rested, taken to St. Louis, the headquarters, 
and the law was about to take its course when 
a treaty was gi between old man Chou- 
teau and the ians by the terms of which 
the Indians were to live on a vertain reserva 
tion. Black Hawk always contended that he was 
not in this treaty, and he took the position that 
those who were had no authority to act. ag they 
did. That is all old straw and has been gone 
over by historians like Armstrong and some 
of the descendents of the rulers of those 
times. Another provision ofthe treaty, so 
called, was that which provided for the re- 
lease of the Indian who had killed the French- 
man who had insulted his daughter. He was 
released, but betore he could shake the filth 
of St. Louis from his moccasins some of the 
chivalrous sons of that town killed him. If 
that sort of thing had occurred where two 
civilized countries had signed such a treat 
there would have beena war which woul 
have eclipsed the one that followed. The In- 
dians were transferred under the so-called 
treaty, or some of them were, but Black 
Hawk, fur the reason given, did not go. To 
make him go was the mission of the govern- 
ment, and the ambition of Gov. Reynolds of 
Lilinois, for Black Hawk and a few of his 
braves and squaws and children were on Illi- 
nois soil, that section round about the site 
where Rock Island is now.

WAR'S BLOODSPOT. 


Should you ask a veteran of the war, officer 
or private, to point out the bloodspot of the 
war, the field on which the carnage was the 
greatest ina given time, no two would per- 
haps agree. Almost every battle of the war 
would be named, and not one in a hundred 
auswers would locate the spot. 

It was at Spottsylvania, on the second day 
of the fight. On the afternoon of tho first, 
as the Second and Fifth Corps moved up 
against the earthworks crowning Laurel Hill, 
they were driven back after a fight lasting not 
over forty minutes, with a loss of almost six 
thousand killed and wounded. The dead were 
ten to every wounded man. There 
was no heavy fighting next day. 
Grant was inspecting Lee's lines for a 
weak spot. He found if at the point known 
to every soldier on both sides and to history 
as the Horseshoe.“ In forming his battle 
line Lee had left this to stand. Indeed, his 
troops had formed it as they came on the 
field. At this one spot his field-works pro- 
jected out from the main line like a tongue 
of land into a bay. A whole Federal 5 
might have been rushed against it in daylight 
to its destruction, but Grant moved Han- 
cock’s troops by night and stationed them for 
They rested 
on the fields of the Brown farm and the 
farmer’s house was Hancock’s headquarters. 
From Hancock’s lines to the Horseshoe was 
less than half a mile, with the route ob- 
structed by thickets and a second-growth 
forest. 

Just before daybreak of that early summer’s 
morning, with a must rising from the fields 
and thickets, and while the birds were faintly 
chirping in the trees as they noted the coming 
of dawn, Hancock’s men moved forward. 
The Confederate pickets were only pistol-shot 
away. As they challenged the lines got the 
word to double-quick and the pickets were 
carried along with the rush. With cheers and 

ells, which were heard two miles away, the 

ederals struck the fieldworks—dashed over 
them—were upon the Confederates before 
even asingle company had rallied. Some of 
the defenders were preparing an early break- 
fast—soime yet slept. More than 3,000 prison- 
ers were captured in twenty minutes ana Lee’s 
right center was pierced. 
hen came delay and confusion, and the 
golden moment was lost. He formed a new 
line in the rear of the Horseshoe, and the Fed- 
erals reached it to be driven back to the 
ground they had captured. 

Now it was Lee’s turn. He did here what 
he did at Gettysburg—attempted the impossi- 
ble. Five times within ten hours did he hurl 
great masses of troops at Hancock’s front, 
but each time they were repulsed witb dread- 
ful slaughter. Every charge was made with a 
momentum which carriéd the Confederates 
clear up to the field-works, and they were shot 
and 8 or taken prisoner. After the 
third charge the dead almost blocked the way, 
while the cries of the wounded almost drowned 
the roar of musketry. There was not a 
tree nor bush nor twig nor blade of grass 
which was not cut by the flying missiles. The 
earth was ridged and plowed and furrowed 
as if some mighty drag had passed and re- 
passed. The very air seemed to blaze and 
burn. After 1o’clock it rained heavily, and 
wounded men dragged themselves about and 
drank out of the pools and hollows. Those 
who could not crawl lay with open mouth to 
cool their parched tongues by catching a few 
drops. In front of a part of Birney’s Division 
was asink hole. Into this rain and blood col- 
lected until it was full of red water, and 
around this were a hundred wounded men, 
drinking and moaning. 

Not when the sun went down—not when the 
night came— but only at midnight did Lee 
cease hurling his gray masses at Hancock’s 
front. Then the living could no longer charge 
over the dead and wounded. And when the 
morning came again men looked out on 
those acres of field and bush they saw what 
was seen nowhere else’ during the long ana 
bloody war—the earth hidden from sight—the 
soil so glutted with blood that when the burial 
parties cleared it of its awful burden it had 
turned red! .

There are old saws, sayings, and epigrams 
which will not die, in spite of thé effort of the 
new generation to produce something origi- 
nal. These old things come back and fit in so 
appropriately that it sometimes seems as if 
they were made for the occasion, Many of 
them have grown so familiar that they have 
become public property and are used without 
credit, Others have been running at large so 
long that they are regarded as strays, and 
little if any effort is made to discover the 
owner, Some of them have been taken ip and 
reclothed and sent out on a second errand, the 
one who did the work of rehabilitating claim- 
ing in a great many cases to be the originator, 
the first parent, or the author—as the case 
may be.

Virtue is to her- 
self the best reward is from Henry More in 
“Cupid’s Conflict.” “Virtue is itsown reward“ 
is from Prior in Immitations of Horace.“ 

Turn over a new leaf” is recognized all 
over the world. Its author is almost forgotten. 


How many people know anything about 
Middleton’s drama, Anything for a Quiet 
Life?“ The old adage is found there, as well 
as in Burke’s Letter to Mrs. Haviland.

HIATUS IN MUSICAL CIRCLES, 
Little Going on Interesting to Chicago Mu- 
sic Lovers~—Thomas in New York. 

In matters musical the present time is the 
fast before the feast. At least it is hoped so 
by musical folk in Chicago. In past sum 
mers we have relied upon Theodore Thomas 
for midsummer music, but the great con- 
ductor is in New York giving a series of 
„ farewells” as long as if he were a foreign 
prinfma donna. As Chicago is to have pos- 
session of Thomas for a long riod, he 
doubtless thinks that he is entitled to garner 
the Gothamite dollars up to the very 
day his term of contract begins in the 
West. In New York at the Madison 
Square Gardens Mr. Thomas is giving 
concerts that are in every sense popular. The 
programs offered by Tbouas this week have 
been characteristic of a leader who is wedded 
to no school, who knows but two classes of 
music, good and bed. Take for example the 
programs of the first three concerts of the 
week. There were works by Berlioz, Wagner, 
Dvorak, Tchaikowsy, and Liszt for the ad- 
vanced moderns; hoven, Bach, Handel, 
Weber, and Schubert for those of purely 
classic taste; Bizet, Raff, Gounod, and Meyer- 
beer for lovers of melody; and Strauss for 
those whore hearts beat time to a Viennese 
rhythnj. Les, these was even Rossini for 
the adherent of Italian opera who is so 
despised by the Wagnerians. Gilmore is 
circulating around New York ready for any 
emergency, even to playing a Chopin noc- 
turne arranged for full military band.

The music-lovers here are 
waiting for autumn and Thomas, and the dis- 
tinguished leader’s arrival will be doubly wel- 
come after three months without music.

Bertha Ricci, who is to be the prima donna 
in The Sheik.“ rétired from the stage after her 
marriage four years ago. She was formerly lead- 
ing soprano of the McCaull opera company, a fa- 
vorite, and especially pleasing in Falka,” 

During his series of “farewell concerts“ in 


Library Association of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland and by various French. 
German, and Itahan societies. Within the last 
two years State library associations have been 
organized in Massachusetts, New Hampshire, 
Connecticut, New York, New Jersey, Pennsyl- 
vania, Wisconsin, and Iowa. The amount of 
money givén by private beneficence within the 
last few years for endewing libraries and erecting 
buildings has no parallel in the history of public 
charities. 

An International Conference of Libraries, such 
as was held in London in October, 1877, and was 
attended by a large American delegation, is pro- 
posed. It is believed that the scheme will 
gladly responded to in Europe and that the occa- 
sion will be of the highest interest and profit. 
The invitation is extended not only to the mem- 
bers of the organizations named, but to bene- 
factors, directors, trustees, and to all who are 
interested in libraries of every description. 


Historical Literature. 


Historical literature, which constitutes the sec- 
ond section, is a subject of general and increas- 
ing interest. Taking on more accurate and thor- 
ough methods of investigation and a purer style 
it has made immense progress in recent years. 
It nas found its appropriate place in the curricu- 
lum of the leading universities and is a favorite 
study of their brightest graduates. In our country 
the American Historical Association is its national 
organ. Nearly every State has its historical so- 
ciety, and there are many municipal and local so- 
cieties, each having its faithful workers in some 
phase of history. Similar societies exist in for- 
eign countries; and it will be a pleasure to our 
historical students to meet and hearin an inter- 
national congress their eminent men whose names 
in America are household words. 

To foreigners, also, there is a fascination in our 
eventful nationalcareer, and Mr. sryce's remark- 
able book, the “American Commonwealth,”’ is 

uite as interesting to them as to us. Our 

oreign brethren can also teach us an important 
lesson, namely: how to establish and maintain a 
National Department of Archives for the study of 
our own history. Every nation in Europe, and 
even Canada on our border, has such a depart- 
ment, while the United States has none. The 
fact is disgraceful to our nation. For the 
study of early American, and especially North- 
western, history we must go to Ottawa or to Eu- 
ropean archives to find original and authentic 
documents. The historical material deposited in 
the State Department at~Washington is not ar- 
ranged, calendared, or accessible; and it is not 
possible, under the present organization of the 
department, and with the! limited space, to in- 
crease the collection and meet the wants of his- 
torical investigaturs. A pew Department of 
National Archives“ is,meec 

Languages an Philology. 

In arranging for the third section of “ Lan- 
guages and Philology” the committee will rely 
argely on the counsel and codperation of the 
American Philological Society, the American 
Oriental Society, the Modern Language Associa- 
tion, and similar societies in t and foreign 
countries. Until the committee has had an op- 
portunity to confer with the officers of these so- 
cieties it will not be practical to decide upon a 
scheme of special topics to be considered. The 
subject of comparative philology and the late 
dis:overies of Assyrian and Egyptian scholars 
open a wide field for conference and discussion. 


Authors and Belles-Lettres. 


The committee believes that the scheme pro- 
sed for the fourth secaon, “Authors and 
Ules-Lettres —of bringing together in conven- 

tion the living authors of imaginative literature 
and persons associated for the — of the great 
imaginative writers of the past—will be one of 
the most interesting features of the work of the 
auxiliary. In this section, as in the others, the 
committee asks the codperation of the societies 
already formed for the study of special authors, 
such as Homer, Dante, Shakspeare, Brow . 
and other societies, Arrangements will be made 
for short addresses or readings by distinguished 
living authors. 

As the meeting of many congresses at one time 
would not be convenient an allotment of dates 
from May to October, 1893, will be made, and later 
announced, when the congresses under the charge 
of each of the general committees will assemble ; 
and it is expected that individuals and societies 
interested in the subject then_to be considered 
will take that tfme to visit the Exposition.

At least its register con- 
tains several of the most prominent theatrical 
names in Chicago; and there are members of the 
profession not belonging to it who know well 
that its charitable deeds are numerous and unos- 
tentatious. The receipts of the coming produc- 
tion are to be totally devoted to charity—the bulk 
not to go like that of certain pretentious fairy 
spectacles, to the promoters. Precautions, it is 
promised, will be taken to exclude objectionable 
characters from the grounds, which may 
well happen in a prominent public gathering. 
To this end, every ticket must bear the signature 
of the member selling it, and the society reserves 
the right of canceling tickets and refunding 
money at the depot. Besides, there will be special 
police protection. It is interesting, if true, if Mr.

SAY THE IDEA IS NOT FEASIBLE, 


Mr. Hall’s Plan for Making Gas Said to Be 
. Impossible. 

Experts do not seem to agree with Mr. Hall 
in his claim as to his ability to manufacture 
gas in large quantities from a small amount 
of coal at a nominal cost. One of the chem- 
ists of the. Chicago Heat Storage company, 
Room 22, No. 175 Dearborn street, writes as 
follows: 

Editor of Toe UH AO TrrsunE: In your issue 
of Sunday, June 28, you published a descriptive 
article of the Hall process of gas manufacture, in 
which the claim was made the Smokeless 
Fuel Gas company, which is opergting a plant on 
Fullerton avenue and using the Hal! method, was 
producing 1,000,000 feet of eighteen-candle power 
ges from one ton of bituminous coal screenings. 

‘edn ’ 1, you drew attention to the 
absurdity of this claim, and in your issue 
of the 5th inst. you publish an interview with the 
inventor, in which be adds three tons of oil to the 


ton of coal, which makes the ton of coal an insig@ 


nificant factor, but what is more to the point he 
shows conclusively by his own statements that his 
so-called discovery and the res he gives as 
facts are based on guesswork and assumptions. 

In answer to your first question, he says in one 
ton of coal there is sufficient carbon to volatilize 
into 75,000 cubic feet. (Of what?) Carbon is one 
of the thi which is not volatile, He then says: 
The gas I first produce is carbon monoxide, and 
in order to convert the carbon into this, a quan- 
tity of oxygen equal to the volatil 
must be intréduced—namely, 75,000 feet.“ and as 
the oxygen in the air is mixed with four parts 
nitrogen he says he uses 375,000 feet of air to mix 
with his 75,000 feet of volatilized carbon, and 
which, according to his claim, would give him 
450,000 cubic feet of gas, as the result the first 
operation. 


Looks Decidedly Queer. 


Loet us see what the facts are. The first lesson 
in combustion pre to the boy at school telis him 
that 1 pound of carbon combines with 14 pounds 
of oxygen to form 2% pounds of carbon monoxide 
—CO, the atomic weight of carbon being 12 and 
that of oxygen ne If combustion is stopped 
at this t the result is the inflamma- 
ble gas CO, claimed; but if more oxygen is 
furnished the 244 pounds CO combine with an- 
other 15 pounds of oxygen and burn to 3% pounds 
of the uninflammable and combustion destroying 
carbonic acid g r | 
Inasmuch as his aim is to produce 
CO, the amount of air required is readily esti- 
mated with absolute accuracy. Let his coal 
* pure carbon and contain 10 per cent 
ash, which gives 1,800 pounds of carbon. This 
1,800 pounds of carbon require 1,800 times 1% 
ounds of oxygen, or 2,400 pounds, which com- 
ne with the carbon and give 4,200 pounds carbon 
monoxide—CO. The 2,400 pounds of 
oxygen are associated in the air 
10,811 unds nitrogen (atomic 
14). The volumes r pound of these 
gases are: O, 11.88 cubic feet per pound; N, 13.50 
cubic feet per pound; CO, 13.60 cubic feet per 
pound. The air containing 2,400 pounds of oxy- 
en and 10,814 pounds of nitrogen, we have: 8. 
400 multiplied by 11.88 is 27,632 cubic feet; N, 
10,811 multiplied by 13.50 is 145,948 cubic feet, or, 
173,580 cubic feet of air necessary to make one ton 
of fixed carbon cool, containing 10 per cent ash, 
into carbon monoxide gas, and the amount of gas 
so made would be: 4,200 pounds CO. multiplied 
by 13.60, or 57,120 cubic feet; associated nitrogen, 
2 cubic feet, making a total of 203,068 cubic 
ee 


The 173,580 cubic feet of air is the maximum 
possible quantity which can be.made available 
even if allthe combustible in the coal was fixed 
carbon, but as it contains over 30 per cent volatile 
matter, the amount of air es 30 per cent 
less or 121,506 cubic feet. which is quite a differ- 
ence from the 375,000 cubic feet stated. If steam 
is injected with the air-blast, it would require 
onty 80,000 to 100,000 cubic feet of air according to 
the coal. The maximum amount of combustible gas 
thus obtainable from a ton of bituminous coal is 
135.000 cubic feet, or _prnmeeliy W per cent of the 
amount claimed by the originator of this wonder- 

process. 


The Scheme Would Not Work. 


These figures and facts are given to show that 
there is not and tannot be any generation of 
carbon monoxide from the ton of coal when the 
quantity of air claimed is turnished, and as this 
isthe process claimed. before the coal gas enters

bers, pyro piles, and oxihydro-carbon gas are not 
in it. He would have an explosive compound, 
pound tor pound many times more powerful than 
dynamite, if he did make it fromsuch an o- 
cent beverage. 

The moral of which for Mr. Hall is to provide 
his oxygen which he dissociates from steam with 
further carbon for combination. All of which, 
however, disposes of the unheard-of assertion 
that fuel gas at all can be ‘nade in the way as- 
serted without a very large oil supply. It will not 
make a single foot, let alone a million feet from 
a ton of coal. 

It is therefore well for Mr. Hall that he admits 
he has never measured quantities. He is quite 
right that analysis will determine quantities for 
him, as the figures here prove, but it might be 
well for him to take a few necessary lessons in 
chemistry so as to enable him to figure quantities

Confederate Pensions. . 

One of the officers of the ex-Confederate Asso- 
ciation of this city in conversation with the 
writer said: 

Every now and then you will see something in 
Northern newspapers to the effect that the old 
Confederate soldiers are going to make some 
move, the object of which will be to get pepsfons 
from the United States. I doubt if any sensible 
Confederate ever thought seriously of such a 
thing. It may not be known to some of your 
Northern readers that in some of the Southern 
States arrangements have been made whereby 
the survivurs of the late war on the Southern 
side are being careti for in the way of pensions. 
The State of Virginia was the first to take the 
lead in this matter. It established a Confederate 
home in Richmond, and the State pays $6,000 a 
year in pensions tothe old Confederates of that 
State. Georgia has a system by which its dis- 
abled veterans get from $ to $25 a month; Ala- 
bama pays her Confederates $25,000 a year; Ar- 
kansas has a home at Little Rock supported by 
State aid; Florida pays $35,000 a year to disabled 
Confederates who have residedin the State fif- 
teen years; Mississippi has no Confederate 
home, but there is a State provision by which 
the old Confederates are taken care of in avery 
nice way; Maryland has a Confederate home and 
$10,000 a year in pensions, Louisiana has a home 
and the same amount in pensions, North Caro- 
lina has a home and the State appropriates $41,000 
for its maintenance besides granting pensions, 
South Carolina pays $50,000 in pensions to its Con- 
federates. 1 read something in THe TRIBUNE the 
other day about Andrew Johnson having recon- 
structed the State of Tennessee. From a Repub- 
lican standpoint it hasn't stuck. The Confederate 
Association in that State has a home established 
at the Hermitage, the home of Andrew Jackson. 
The State has donated 475 acres of land to the 
association and $25,000 for a building, $5,000 a year 
for its maintenance, and $69,000 for pensions. 
Texas has a home which costs $3.50) and is talk- 
ing ubout increasing the amount and paying pen- 
sions. Missouriis building a home. Kentucky 
alone of all the Southern States has made no pro- 
vision for its ex-Confederates.
